Weymouth Boys and Girls Attend Dinner at the 
County Agricultural School 


About two years ago one of the 
counties in western Massachusetts 
gathered its best workers among the 
boys and girls into an “Achievement 
Club.*’ Ita members met to become 
acqminted, ‘to exchange ideas, to 
form plans, and to act &s leaders in 
all club activity in the county. The 
Achievement Club of Hampden coun- 
ty has had much to do in bringing 
about the fine results attained there. 
Therefore our Norfolk County lead- 
er of Boys’ and Girls' Clubs, John T. 
Dixer, wanted a similar organization 
in Norfolk County. 

'WSth the approval and cooperation 
of the Farm Bureau a “Success Din- 
ner” was planned to which the best 
workers of Norfolk County were in- 
vited. We in Weymouth heard rum- 
ors of the coming event, a’ondered 
when it would be, if we were in it; 
how we were to know, how to get 
there and back, if we were invited; 
whether the weather would make 
any difference; how the guests were 
to be chosen, etc., almost endlessly.

Committee of Safbty 'oame to our aid 
and furnished transportation, the day 
was perfect so far as weather was 
concerned, and twenty pupils accom- 
panied by three teachers left Wey- 
mouth at 9 A. M. and reached the 
Coun^ Agricultural School at Wal- 
pole at 10.30. 

Wraps were laid aside, name tags 
pinned on and an hour of games fol- 
lowed. Then we were called to one 
of the class rooms for a business 
meeting. Mr. Dizer explained the 


purpose of the meeting, and called 
upon Mr. Farley the State leader 
to preside. A constitution was adopt- 
I ed and a nominating committee on 
which we had one member was ap- 
pointed. 

Then came the call to dinner. 
Plates for 100 wee set in the arena. 
Nearly every town in the county 
was represented. Cold meat, potato 
salad, oscalloped oysters, cocoa, fruit 
salad, ice cream and cake wera 
served. Hoover would have ap- 
proved of the dinner, and the way in 
which the young people enjoyed it. 
Whoever planned it knew the likes 
and appetites of growing boys and 
girls. Seeing the party all together 
in this way, one noticed that they 
were an unubually well set up group, 
quiet, -alert, and 'content, boys and 
girls to depend on. 

After dinner business was resumed. 
Officers for the ensuing year were 
chosen. We have one officer, the

COMMUNE UNABLE TO PAY 


V»n Butlow, an That Aceeant, Threat* 

tfletf to Daatroy Home of Princa 
af Monaco, Who Appaalad ta 
Praaldent Wilaon. 

Th$ unxv$r!>ally condemned Oer- 
mon ityetem of ertoriing money from 
raptured communities is shov'n by 
the following documents published 
by the committee on public informa- 
tion; 

A atrlklnp llliiHtratton nf the fierce 
brutality of German roethnila la con- 
tained In the archivea of the state de- 
partment, because the prince of Mon- 
aco appealed to President Wilson 
aaalnat the Injustice nf a fine Imposed 
upon a small and ImpoTerlshed vil- 
lage. The following documents from 
the state department archives tell the 
story. They need no comments. 

••Paria, Oct. 27, 1914. 
"Secretary of State, Washington. 

"Prince of Monaco called this morn- 
ing and asked that the following caae 
be submitted to the president : 

"Prince states that General von 
iRuelow for weeks has been Inhabiting 
prince’s ancestral chateau near 
:Kelms, historical monument, contain- 
ing works of art and family heir- 
(looms; that Von Buelow has Imposed 
fine of .lOO.OOO francs on village of 
SIssonne some miles distant from chat- 
eau, because of broken glass found on 
road near village, SIssonne being un- 
able alone to pay has raised with a 
number of other neighboring villages 
125,000 francs, but Von Buelow has 
'Sent two messengers from SIssonne to 
prince that unless latter pays fine for 
^SIssonne the chateau and adjoining vil- 
lage, as well as SIssonne, will be de- 
stroyed on November 1st. Prince 
,has answered refusing to pay sum now 
but willing to give his word to Ger- 
man emperor that amount would be 
paid after removal of danger of fresh 
war Incidents. Prince now fearful 
'lest returning messengers, as well as 
male employees on his estate, be shot 
beennse of refusal to pay. 

“I have arranged meeting this after- 
'Boon between Spanish ambassador and 
I prince, to whom I have suggested that 
.matter be presented to German gov- 
ernment through Spanish 'ambassador 
I at Berlin Inasmuch as prince’s tbreat- 
'ened property is In France. 

“HERRICK." 

Von Buelow's Threat. 

"To the Mayor of the Commune of 

SIssonne. 

“It has been conclusively proven 
that the road between SIssonne and the 
railway station of Montalgu was. on 
September 18th, strewn with broken 
glass along a distance of one kilome- 
ter and at Intervals nf 50 meters, for 
the purpose, no doubt, of impeding 
automobile traffic. 

"I hold the commune of SIssonne 
responsible for this act nf hostility 
on the part of Its Inhabitants, and I 
punish the said community by levying 
upon it a cuntrlhutlon of 500,000 
franca (five hundred thousand 
franca). 

“This sum must be entirely paid 
Into the treasury of the Ktape by Oc- 
tober 15th. 

"The Inspection of the Rtnpe now 
at Montcornet has been directed to 
enforce eiectitlon of this order. 

“'rhe General ('ominander In Chief of 

tbs Army, 

“VON BUELOW." 
Protest ef Prince of Monaco. 

Mounco, Oct, 2*.tud, 1014. 

"Sirs : 

"I forward to your iimlesty several 
documents relating to a very grave 
and urgent matter. 

"The General von Buelow has caused 
to be occupied since one month and 
a half my resldeni'e of Marebnis. sit- 
uated at five UlloineterN from tbs vil- 
lage of SIssonne. The general has lev- 
ied upon the 1.500 Inhabitants of this 
poor ruined village u war contribution 
of fiOO.OOO francs, of which they are 
unable to pay more than on''-quar- 
fsr. Moreover, he has sent to me two 
emissaries hearing a dncuineiit la 
which he threatens to destroy my 
property and the village of Marchais, 
over aud above that of Sissuuos, in the 
event of my nut dlKburaing myself the 
sum iu question before the end of tbs 
month of Octolter. 

"That is how a Frusslau gessral 
irssta a rslgnlng prince who for 45 
years has been a friend to Germany, 
and who in all the countries of the 
world is surrounded with respect and 
gratitude fur hU work. 

"In reply to the summons of the 
General von Buelow 1 have given my 
word of honor to •■omplete the above 
cootrlbutlon In order to avert a bor-

“I am, with great respect, your ma- 
jesty’s devoted servant and cousin, 
"ALBERT, Prince of Monaco.” 

Letter Addresed to Von Buelow. 

"Monaco, Oct. 22, 1014. 

“To avert from the commune of 
filssnnne end that of Marchlas the rig- 
orous treatment with which you have 
threatened them, I give iny word of 
honor to remit to his majesty the 
Emperor William, should the war 
come to an end without Intentional 
damage being caused to my residence 
or to these two communes, the neces- 
sary sum to complete the amount of 
.■WO.OOO franca Imposed by you upon 
iSisaonne. 

"As a sovereign prince, I wish to 
deal In this matter with the sovereign 
who, during 15 years, called me his 
friend and haa decorated me with the 
Order of the Knight of the Black 
Eagle. 

"My conscience and my dignity 
place me above fear, as also my per- 
sonal will shall elevate me above re- 
gret; but should you destyoy the 
Chateau de Mnrcbal.s, which Is one of 
the centers of universal science and 
charity, should you reserve to this 
archaeological and historical gem the 
treatment you have given to the Ca- 
thedral of Reims — when no reprehen- 
sible action has been committed there 
— the whole world will Judge be- 
tween yon and myself. 

"I tender to your excellency the ex- 
pression of my high regard. 

"ALBER'r, Sovereign Prlnte of Mon- 
aco.” 

Deportations and Forced Labor. 

Until the prc.sent war the whole clv- 
lllxed world has boasted of Its advance 
In humanity. This advance has been 
marked In many fields, and in none 
had greater progress been made than 
In the protection to be given to the 
private citlxen in an Invaded country. 
As for back as 1863, In the "Instruc- 
tions for the Government of Armies 
of the United States in the Field,” 
the United States declared: 

“2.3. Private citizens are no longer 
murdered, enslaved, or carried off to 
distant paris, and the Inoffensive In- 
dividual Is as little disturbed in his 
private relations as the commander 
of tlie hostile troops can afford to 
grant In the overruling demands of a 
vigorous war. 

“24. The almost unlvertal rule in 
remote times was, and continues to be 
with barbarous armies, that the pri- 
vate Individual of the hostile country 
Is destined to suffer every privation 
of liberty and protection, and every 
disruption of family Uea. Protection 
was, and still Is with uncivilized peo- 
ple, the exception.” 

Reverelsn to Barbarlem. 

These declarations were made In the 
midst of our Civil war — one of the 
world’s fiercest conflicts. A half-cen- 
tury Intfr, after more than 50 years 
of progress, the German government 
has gone back to the methods used 
by "barbarous armies" and "unciv- 
ilized people." It has deliberately 
adopted the policy of deporting men 
and women, boys and girls, and of 
forcing them to work for their cap- 
tors; It has even compelled them to 
make arms and munitions for use- 
agnlnst their allies and their own fleah 
and blood. 

No other net of the German govern- 
ment has aroused such horror and de- 
testation throughout the civilized 
world. Tliousands of helpleas men 
and women, boys and girls, have been 
ptislaved. Families have been broken 
up. Girls have been carried off to 
work — or worse — In a strange land, 
and their relatives have not known 
where they hove been taken, or what 
their fate has been. 

Whitlock's Story of Horrors. 

In less moving phrases, but la dead- 
ly corrohoration. the continuation of 
(he report of Minister Whitlock Kays; 

"The rage, the terror, and deapalr 
excited by this dieasure all over Bel- 
gluiu were beyond uuythlug we hud 
, witnessed since tlie day the Germans 
I puured Into lirussela. The delegutea 
uf the eommIsKlon for relief in Bel- 
gium, returulng to Brussels, told the 
most distressing stories uf the scenes 
of cruelty and surruw attending the 
seizures. And daily, hourly almoat, 
siuce that time appalling stories have 
been related by Belgians (mining to 
the legatlou. It Is impossible Air us 
to verify thorn, first because It Is nec- 
essary for us to exercise all possible 
tact la dealing with tho subject at 
all. and aecoudly becuuso there Is no 
tooaus of communication between the 
Occupations-Gebiet and the Etappen- 
Gehtel. Transportation everywhere 
in Belgium is difficult, tho vicinal 
railwaya acarcely operating any more 
berausa of the lack of oil, while all 
the horsea have boon taken. The peo- 
ple who are forced to go from one 
village to another muat do ao on foot 
or In vans drawn by the few miser- 
able taoraes that are left. Tko wagona 
of the breweries, the one institution 
that the Germane have scrupulously 
I respected, are hauled by oxeu.

Encouraged by the growing strength 
<ef the Fatherland party, the pan-Uer- 
iiiaiis have thrown aside the mask they 
>iave worn In their dealings with the 
Russians and shown their true face. 
At the last meeting of the delegates 
«t Brest-Litovsk before adjournment 
So January 20, General' Hoffman, told 
the bolshevikl frankly that Germany 
must have Courlacd and all the Baltic 
firovlnces, and that if Russia did not 
consent the German armies would 
move at once and within a week would 
occupy Reval. When asked about the 
territory south of Brest-Litovsk, Hoff- 
znan replied that Germany would set- 
tle that only with the Ukrainians. The 
cegueat of the Ru.saians for a recess 
that they might consult on the Ger- 
man terms was. grudgingly granted 
with tlie assertion that no further post- 
ftnnements would be allowed. 

The Russian delegates thereupon 
voted nnanlinouHly to reject the Ger- 
man terms and departed for Petrograd 
to submit the question of peace or wnr 
Wo the c<tngres8 of soldiers’ and work- 
men's delegates, with which tiie final 
decision rests. 

That the Germans are able to carry 
•out their threats against Russia there 
^■Hn be little doubt. The bolshevikl 
leaders realize their helplessness and 
Wiava issued "to all" an official wall 
lelling how they have been deceived 
and how monstrous are tha demands 
of the Germans. In Petrograd and 
‘Moscow the bolshevikl are struggling 
to maintsln their power, putting In Jail 
large numbers of their opponents on 
cliargea of plotting a counter-revolu- 
tion, and taking any other coercive 
steps thnt promise to help them.

earnings. This seems a very fair 
proposition, and If Weymouth peo- 
ple will adopt It, our town through 
the S. A. S. A. P. will be able to help 
to a conalderable degree the war re- 
lief work In Its various branches. 

Every bit of surgical gauze which 
is used in France mu>t come from 
the United States, and it is true 
that because of Its scarcity, they are 
using straw, newspapers and cab- 
bage loaves to bind up wounds. Wo 
must make surgical dressings, but 
gauze is 84 a piece, containing one 
hundred yards, and we can use two 
or three pieces a day at our work 
rooms. 

Outing flannel, to make hospital 
pajamas and shirts and dreascs for 
children. Is 16 cents a yard, and wo 
can make up fifty to one hundred 
yards a week on our sewing days. 

The wool used in knitting for the 
boys, so tliat they may be more 
warmly clad this freezing weather, 
has gone to $2.60 a pound, even when 
bought by the hundred pounds, and 
we use a hundred pounds in a few 
weeks. 

We are fighting for liberty, and 
perhapis even for oar lives as well 
as our freedom. How will you feel 
if things go wrong with us, and 
you have not helped with all your 
might? There is work and -much 
of It for Us all. Those who cannot 
do active work must help with 
money. 

The Special Aid Is sending a group 
of workers to call at every home to 
solicit help from every person. The 
drive begins the first Monday In Feb- 
ruary — Feb'.

This is being done 
all towna and is considered tbe most 
ey<itematic and fair way of raising 
the much needed funds for buying 
the necessary materials for carrying 
on the work. It is impossible to 
keep getting up entertainments, etc., 
to raise funds, on account of the 
shortage of fuel and the necessity of 
economizing on lights. Besides when 
these are being arranged and car- 
ried out only a few people buy tlie 
tickets, and the ways and means 
committee have a groat deal of work 
/or a little money. 

This plan of house-to-house can- 
vass gives everyoue a chance to 
show their patriotism. The one who 
can only afford to give ten cents a 
month is just as patriotic as tlie one 
who can give a dollar a month and 
gives U ^Bd much more patriutlc 
than Uie one who can afford to give 
tbe dollar and does not give it. 

Every tent of this money collected 
goes for buying material and nothing 
for incidental expeii cs us there are 
none. So this excuse cannot be 
used by people who won’t give. An- 
other excuse that the committee fre- 
quently with it this — “No 1 

uom care lo give. let me guveiu- 
ment do it, they’ve got plenty to do 
with." 

Tiie work which tne women are 
doing is work which the government 
cannot do, but it take some people 
a long time to understand tbia fact. 
If these people would only read a 
paper once in a while or an up-to- 
date magazine, they perhaps wouldn’t 
pre^bt some of the excuses which 
they do preaent to tbe faithful work- 
ers on the ways and means commit-

touUdiug a home and making It entire- 1 
ly modem, both In Its outside appeur- 
a*cc and in Its Interior arrungement 

There Is pride of ownership which 
benefits the entire family, making them 
■ere self-respecting and more to be 
taken account of la the affairs of the 
ctimmunlty. There Is the matter of 
sonnd construction, which keeps down 
the coal hills and niiikes the house 
more livable in ali kinds of weather — 
an advantage that is not always a pos- 
sible nttnlnment In the rented house. 
And then there is the advantage of 
convenience to the family, and espe- 
cially the housewife in doing her 
work. 

We are coming more and more to 
give first Importance to this proposi- 
tion of convenience in the home. Itun- 
sdng water, both hot and cold, base- 
ssent heating plant, modem lighting, 
either by electricity or acetylene, and 
bolU-Ia furniture, are all essential fea- 
tures of a really up-to-date residence, 
a*d no one would thluk of building to- 
day without providing for them. They 


ah* deservea. Bhe Is not equlpticd 
with the proper working tools, aa a 
general thing, and conveniences and 
comforts are not provided for her ns 
they should be. Many a well-meaning 
farmer who believes that he does his 
duty toward his wife will spend a hun- 
driHl dollars for an implement to be 
used In the fields, and then complain 
at spending 10 cents for a cooking 
ntensll that would save his wife a lot 
of labor. He will go to great pains 
to provide water for the stock, ns ho 
should, but he overlooks providing for 
the kitchen. He appreciates the ad- 
vantages of labor-saving niachlnory for 
the fit'Ids, but fails to note that it 
would also prove advantageous in the 
home.

cent years. This Is a residence style 
that hullds the attractiveness of the 
bungalow design into a two-story resi- 
dence.

When the farmer himself is bard 
gveased, us at harvest time, he can 
generally secure additional help to 
take care of the crops. He may have 
to pay a little more than in normal 
Unies, but be secures the additional

ttte farmer's wife is nut in such a for- 
•cbste position. Site can’t very well 
«all in udditiopai help. 

Every increase in acreage ui>od the 
farm means additional work for the 
farmer's wife. Every time another 
■tmud” is employe^l, it Increase* her 
• «rk, of i-ourse. Already burdened to 
■e breaking jKilut in normal times, 
the farmer's wife now tinds herself 
aureljr pressi-d to drug through the 
toy’s toil, made heavier by the in- 
tnused acreage with its attendant in- 
areased labor in the fields. 

The farmer's wife never has been 
9Pirvt-lated in this country to the ex- 
ae*i she should be appreciated. She 
toean’t flguie is the caicuiationa as 


ore large, roomy closets in each room 
and a special feature of tlie front room 
is the dressing room with a triple mir- 
ror.

William Wllkl* Collins. 

Wilkie Cullins, the Engilsli novelist, 
visited the United States in 1873-4, and 
gave public readings of two of his short 
stories. Uls fume as a novelist cul- 
minated with the publication of "The 
Woman in White’’ in 1800, and great 
crowds went to see and bear him read. 
The two stories he read In this country 
were “The Frozen Deep’* and "The 
Dream Woman,” w'lilcb had not yet 
been published. His full name was 
William Wilkie Cullins. He never 
made public or literary use of the Wil- 
liam, although it was his father's nami. 
The father was a celebrated painter 
of Royal academy fame, and. as a Lon- 
don critic said, "the son describes a 
picture as happily as the father paint- 
ed it,” not meaning that the son de- 
scribed painted pictures, but referring 
to bis graphic style.

The Boy Scouta of Anicrlcn was In- 
r«)r|)orRted February 8, 1910, under the 
laws of the District of Columbia, and 
on June 15, 1016. hy act of congress, it 
was granted a fetlcral charter. 

Through hard work on the part of 
Its scoutmasters and leaders It has 
established a nation-wide favorable In- 
terpretation of the word “scouting” 
nnd what the buy scout movemeut 
stands for. 

It Is a snered duty of all scouts nnd 
scout ofliciais to co-operate tn protect- 
ing tho go«)d name and reputation of 
the Boy Seouts of America. The use 
of the words “scouts” nnd "boy 
scouts” should not be permitted by 
those In authority simply for commer- 
cialism or simply fur the purpose of 
exploiting something which Is nu Imi- 
tation of the genuine buy scout move- 
ment. 

In accordance with the act of June 
3, 1016, congress has speclflcully lim- 
ited to the members of the United 
States anny, navy and marine corps 
the right to wear a unlfonn any part 
of which is similar to the distinctive 
uniforms of tho.se branches of our na- 
tinnnl service. Specific permission was 
given, however, to the Boy Scouts of 
America to use the uniform as pre- 
scribed Id its regulations. 

DETROIT SCOUTS ARE BUSY. 

Scouts in Detroit, Mich., helped the 
city and nearby towns in tratfic work 
during the heavy crowds, helped at 
the army and navy recruiting station, 
denned up a comer lot on the main 
street. Improving Its appearance, and 
ou excursion day they had a fir.st-ald 
tent and rest hammock on the grounds 
where tliey cared for 20 patients And 
found and restored eight lost children. 

They took part in six city parades 
and averaged 88 per cent in six mobill- 
ention calls. They showed their knowl- 
edge of first aid by helping in two auto- 
mobile and two street car accidents. 
They helped in eight city fires, ush- 
ered at the museum on Red Gross day 
and at four city conventions, collect- 
ed $265 for the Michigan Thirty-first 
troop cbmfort fund, reported nine quar- 
antine cases and conducted three fac- 
tory flag raisings. 

They have kept a family In supplies 
where the father has been in bed with 
a broken back. Each year they dis- 
tribute baskets to the poor at Christ- 
maa time. 

8COUT8 NOT TIN 80LDIER8. 

In some places It has been suggested 
that military titles such as lieutenants, 
captains, majors, colonels and gener- 
als be conferred npon boy scouts in 
recognition of their efforts in the war 
suvlngs stamp campaign. 

This plan is not approved by the 
treasury department and is not in 
harmony with the leadership of the I 
Boy Scouts of America and Is op- 
posed by representativea of the Boy 
Scouts of America. 

The Boy Scouts of America have al- 
ways co-opernted with the war depart- 
ment la avoiding an Imitation of tlie 
regular military titles and all other 
forms of tin soldiery, although they 
have a federal charter and their uni- 
form Is authorized by the army reor- 
ganiaatioa law. 

8COUT8 MAKE GUN WIPER8. 

Boy scouts of Independence, Mo., 
have found a new way to help the 
American troops. They have been 
making gnn wlpcro, which were ship- 
ped to nearby camps. 

The soldiers tn camp are required 
to keep their guns clean, but find it 
very difficult to get material for gun 
wipers, as the government docs not 
furnish them. The boy scouts cut them 
out of old cloths and string them to- 
gether, about 150 in a bunch. 

TROOPS OF VETERAN SCOUTS 

New York city has the first troop of 
hoy scouts made up entirely of scouts 
who tiave been five years la the move- 
meoL 

Each member of this troop proudly 
wears his veteran scout pin, showing 
that be Is not only a first-class bcouI, 
but that for years he has been a mem- 
ber of the Boy Scouts of America. The 
veteran scout idea is taking bold every- 
where. Scouts should live up to the 
slogau, "Once a scout, always a scouL”

The dreary days of winter cnii.sc 
many to reflect on h<iw much more 
beautiful they could hnve niado their 
grounds the past RyTiiincr, nnd already 
plans are belnj; IMd for lundscuptug 
the coming spriBM 

All Inndscaiic gardening ahould ex- 
press some thought or feeling nnd a 
deep study of the site and surround- 
ings should reveal upon what specific 
foundation the theme .should bo built. 
If for n homo place for n man well 
along In years, retired from business, 
it should have an nir of qulctne.s.s, se- 
clusion nnd retirement. This concep- 
tion would he most easily realized on 
a country place of some acres and 
would more closely conform to nature 
than any other type. Fortunately this 
would wreak few changes In the na- 
tural aspect and would closely ap- 
proach the ideal in landscape or na- 
tural gardening us distinguished from 
other nnd more formal or plcturcsqu* 
styles. 

Landscapes may also be bold or gay, 
or even florid — perhaps lurid, .says a 
landscape gardener; but when they 
get to be too bizarre It pa.sses out of 
the realm of landscape gardening, 
which Is to either build close to nature 
or merely ns.sist nature In touching up 
bare spots or Insuflicient and un.sutis* 
factory effects in the existing wildness. 
When the process is finished it should 
present a picture, a perfect picture. 
The true test is: Will the artist come 
to paint or to photograph? For, insofar 
as you attract or lepel him. Just to 
that degree have fou succeeded or 
failed. Harmony must also be the 
keynote, u picture Is not composed of 
a collection of interesting objects or 
features except these are In harmony. 
Neither will change in topograjiliy or 
mere planting make u picture, for good 
pictures are strong in character and 
this is possible only in a broad com- 
prehensive plan that first considers 
and treats the landscape as a whole- 
all effects, grading, planting, even 
buildings are, or should be, but Incl- 
deutuls ! 

USE FOR THE OLD MATERIAL 

SMond-Hand Lumber and Other Build- 
ing Necessaries Can Be Picked 
Up for Little Money. 

One of the roost 1 atercsting and prof- 
itable ways in which one who contem- 
plates building a house and wants to 
economize In doing it can spend an 
liour or more is in one of the estab- 
lishments devoted to the buying and 
selling of second-hand building mate- 
rials. 

There is one which is particularly in- 
viting to “prowlers.” It faces on two 
streets In an out-of-the-way part of 
the city and consists of a number of 
old buildings with yards between, in 
which there is an overflow of old 
statues, columns of porches, metal 
spouting, garden seats and other 
I "junk." One could pick up many a 
thing here that could be incorporated 
in a new-old house, but Inside the 
buildings there is a greater wealth to 
choose from. Here one may find hard- 
wood floors, as good as new, taken 
from bouses that have been torn down 
to make way for larger and more mod- 
ern structures. Here are beautifully 
carved- mantels of marble and wood, 
some of them having cost hundreds of 
I dollars, which can be purchased as 
I cheaply as a commonplace one that was 
I turned out from the factory yesterday. 

I There are doors and casings of beautl- 
' ful wood, bookshelves with glass doors, 
ceilings, cabinet* of all kinds, side- 
boards, windows, bath tub* and all 
bathroom fittings; sink*, tubs and all 
the paraphernalia for the kitchen. It 
Is hard to think of anything that 1* 
needed In the construction of a house 
that is not here or of anything that Is 
here which would not fit io some kind 
of bouse. 

Next Tranaportatien Problem.

I'luns for coimeeiing adjacent 
skyscrapers hy means of aerial tram- 
cars running on cables and operated 
by haulage cables, such as are used to 
connect several jieaks of the Alps, have 
been proposed to meet this problem.

I work in a shop, and it is serious 
matter the way prices are continually 
soaring. Meat is almost prohibitive. 
Is this due to a scarcity, or is it 
due to causes which the government 
trtiould be able to control. I would 
like to know what you consider the 
03U8C of it.

Nothing but the "Beef Trust.” 
They are the ones that have brought 
present conditions about. It is a 
well known fact that tiiere is a 
scarcity of meat animals all over 
the country. The United States De- 
partment of Agriculture admits this. 
I recently heard a fruit grower from 
the West speaking, and the question 
came up, why it was he abandoned 
the raising of cattle to go into fruit 
growing. This was hts reply. I 
formerly sent from five to eight 
thousand steers to Chicago annually. 

On arrival I had to store them in 
the International stock yards which 
Is the property of the "Beef Trust.” 
The next morning a man from one 
of the different houses would offer 
a price which would barely cover the 
cost, and I would have to refuse it 
The following day another man from 
one of the other firms would olTer a 
little lower price, and It would go 
on until all of the ciglit firms had 
made an offer each day a little less. 
In the meantime tlie bill for storage, 
food and ca^c was going on, and at 
last, in desperation. I was compelled 
to sell them at the 'best price ob- 
tainable. 

It made no difference, he statctl, 
whether he sent them to Omaha, 
Kan as City, or Chicago, as the same 
combln>3tIon control the plants in 
each of the different cities. 

Tills accounts, ho slated, for the 
shortage of meat, and it will con- 
tinue until the United States Govern- 
ment take over the control of the 
packing houses and will fix the price, 
so that it is at least possible to get 
a new dollar for an old one, and a 
fair pate of interest on the invest- 
ment.

Pesseases Same Food Value as Lard, 

and if Properly Tried Out, It la . 

Batlsfactery Substitute for 
Frying Purposce. 

Special pains should always be 
taken to save and use suet because of 
its great value in cookery. Most 
housewives know that rendered suet 
Is a very good shortening nnd very 
commonly tliey niso have special 
dishes in whkii the chopped suet Is 
used Instead of a rendered fnt. In 
addition to the fnt It contains, chopped 
suet has some meat tissue. Rendered 
suet possesses the same food value as 
lurd or other similar shortening, and 
if properly tried out it Is n satisfactory 
substitute for frying purposes, for 
shortening, nnd for making savory 
fats. Anyoncf who regards suet ns 
useful only In iiiuking soap l.s wrong 
for It Is a valuable food. Its use for 
soap making should be considered only 
when the fnt has become too rancid 
for use or when It hu.s been burned 
when used for frying. 

Trying Out Suet. 

Tliose who do not know how to ren- 
der and use sutt sometimes object to 
it on the ground of its hardness and 
special flavor. Fresh suet, bowev*T, 
eaii be so rendered as to make a soft 
useful fat praetieally free from any 
distiuetive flavor or o<lor. The follow- 
ing is u simple luetboil f<ir trying out 
suet : 

Remove the skin and lean parts 
from beef fat and cut It Into small 
pieces. I'ut it into u saucepan and 
cover It with cold water. Place It on 
the stove uncovere<l, as It Is believed 
tliiit stcum carries away strong flavors. 
When the water Is nearly all evapo- 
rated set the kettle back and let tlte 
fat try out. When the fat has ceased 
bubbling and the scraps of skin are 
shriveled, allow the scraps to settle 
at the bottom of tlie kettle, strain the 
fat through a cloth, and set it away 
to cool. 

This fat la so valuable In cooking 
that housewives will do well to save 
all suet which la trimmed from beef 
and try It out 

Bust and Leaf Lard. 

For those who want a mixture of 
suet and leaf lard, which Is a softer 
fat than rendered auet and baa a dif- 
ferent flavor, the following recipe will 
he useful : 

Take two parts of suet and one of 
leaf lard, finely ground, and mix to- 
gether. Bender this with whole milk 
In the proportion of one-half pint to 
two pounds of the mixed suet and lard. 
(Render means to melt down or to 
clarify by melting.) This may be con- 
veniently done if the suet and lard 
mixture be finely divided by passing it 
ihrough a meat grinder and then 
heated in a double holler, when the 
fat will be quickly released from the 
tissues, and when strained and al- 
lowed to cool will form a cake oo the 
surface of the liquid which may be 
easily removed. 

This fat bus a good odor, color and 
texture, and is softer than the suet 
alone. It Is particuiarly useful for 
I frying and for shortening foods which 


are spiced or have distinctive flavors, 
and may be also used with satisfac- 
tory results In shortening such things 
ns baking-powder biscuits. It Is also 
useful for cooking vegetables either 
alone or with the addition of a little 
butter. 

The unpopularity of fried food In 
many families Is due largely to the 
fact that the fnt has been burned In 
cooking. Fut when heated to too high 
n temperature splits up and may form 
substances which have an Irritating 
effect on the throat and may cause 
digestive disturbances. Fnt In Itself 
Is a very valuable food, and if it is not 
scorched should prove a healthful 
rather than an objectionable article 
of diet 

Destroy Home Paata. 

Clean up the cabbage patch ! Don't 
raise a crop of insect pests on the 
stalks. That Is what is likely to hap- 
pen if stalks of cabbage or cauli- 
flower, collards, brussels sprouts, and 
such vegetables are left in the garden 
after they have fulfilled their food 
mission. Entomologists of the United 
States department of agriculture 
advise that whore such remuants of 
the garden can be promptly fed to 
liogs or cuttle u double purpose will 
be served — iusect pests will be kept 
down and a food provided for meat- 
making uulmuls. 

The plants Just named are affected 
by the same class of insects of wiiich 
there are several distinct kinds — cab- 
bage worms, the cabbage looper, hurle- 
quia cabbage bug, cabbage aphis, and 
other plant lice and cutworms — any 
one of which, if it occurs in sulliciently 
large numbers. Is capable of destroy- 
ing an entire crop. After the cabbage 
has been cut the stalks are likely to 
bear numerous shoots which harbor 
the insects in autumn and even dur- 
ing early winter. Cabbage beads 
wiileh have not properly matured 
eltlier because of iusect ravages or 
for other reasons also may provide u 
place of refuge for bugs. All such 
erop remnants wiilch cannot be used 
for feed, and weeils or other rubbish, 
should be dt'Stroyed uow by burning. 

If the gardener Is familiar with the 
use of arsenleals some stalks umy be 
left growing to serve us traps for In- 
sects, the speeiullsts say. The pests 
which gather on such traps cun be 
readily destroyed by dusting the 
plants with dry purls greeu or arsen- 
ate of lead diluted with about 20 parts 
of finely sifted lime or road dust. 

Feeds Rich In Iren. 

Compared with most other focMls, 
milk c<mtulns much lime, but very lit- 
tle Iron. Hpinuch and other green veg- 
etables, and egg yolks ere rich In 
Iron. This is one reason why com- 
binations of egg yolks or vegetables 
with milk are good, particularly fur 
feeding ciiildren, for they have special 
need fur lime and iron. 

Flan Meals Carefully. 

Do not be ashamed to plan meals 
closely. Fruvtde enough, of course, 
but practice thrift and plan econom- 
ical dishes, and use the “left-overs" 
for making puluUtble dishes — there 
are many such. 

One reason there Is such s waste of 
fixMl In this country Is because we 
liabitually set before ourselves more 
(ban we cun eat. Flan the meals care- 
fully and eliminate waste from this 
cause.

WATER DEPARTMENT 

HAS 9 00 GALLS 

Since January 1st Hava Alsn Thawed Out Savara 
Mains and Many Meters 


The winter of 1917-18 has been an 
unusually hard one for the Water 
department. The continued spell of 
extreme cold weather ha.s worked 
suoh havoc with the water system 
as has never been recorded In the 
history of the department. 

Not only have a larjce number of 
pipes become frozen and burst, but 
a large amount of damage has been 
done, all caused more or less direct- 
ly by the prevailing weather condi- 
tions. 

No one who is unfamiliar with 
the workings of the department, can 
appreciate to any great extent the 
difficulties with which it must cope. 
BO that it may keep its pipes and 
machinery in shape to give the best 
possible service to the consumer. 

The large area of land covered by 
th-- town is an added difficulty, for 
to visit and keep in working order 
all the pipes, hydrants, gates, valves, 
etc., in the town within a short 
span of time is a stupendous task, 
and one can readily see that in order 
to do this, the whole department 
must be organized on a thorou<'h and 
systematic basis. 

Aside from the difficulty of keep- 
ing this* system ik order, tbei^i^t-

reiMdvIiut and psllaoliiic 
Vrosen or otherwise damaged Pipes 
and fittings in private stores. 'dwell- 
ing houses, steibles, hotels, etc. Since 
January 1. the men have answered 
900 calls to do this work on private 
property. 

Since the work of installing meters 
began, it has been another hindrance 
to the work of thawing out. These 
meters are very delicate pieces of 
mechanism, and are easily out out 
of order. The comoenv has repaired 
200 of the meters, fifty of which had 
to be carried to the shop for more 
extensive work. 

The large amount of work ahead 
of the men. necessitates their work- 
ing day and night, amid all kinds of 
weather and temprature, often while 
standing in deep water. 

kluch credit is due to the efficient 
superintendent, Fred O. Stevens of 
Hawthorne street, Elast Weymouth. 

It is due to his faithful perform- 
ance of duty that the people now en- 
joy as good service as they do. De- 
spite all conditions, he has been “on 
the Job” day and night, directing 


the men who have, under his direc- 
tion. inspected and left in good con- 
dition. over 1000 hydrants and thawed 
out the 6-lnch water mains on 
Bridge, Pine. Oak, Columbian and 
Forest streets. They have repaired 
breaks in the mains on Bridge. Pt*'- 
and Broad streets as well as being 
constantly on the lookout for dam- 
age to tihe system, and doing the 
countless numbers of odd Job's which 
arise everywhere. 

The department is busily at work 
with its electric thawing apparatus 
and before long every home will be 
in goo,d condition. 

If you think that your home should 
be attended to at once, please re- 
member that it is only fair for you 
to wait your turn, and that you 
will be fixed up as soon as it is 
possible. The department is doing 
greet work and will continue to do 
so. 

Any favor extended to them by 
patience ai\d reasonable action will 
be appreciated bv them, we are sure.

Farts concerning the deportation 
of Belgians and the forced labor ex- 
torted by the ’’Hun’’ military lead- 
ers, n'hirh excited the indignation of 
the cwilized world, have been thus 
officin^'’/ set forth:

Qerman Rromlaaa Werthleta. 

In the early daya of the Cerraan ad- 
vance Into Belgitim, the ptaiple had 
learned to fear the worat. Thia waa 
particularly true In Antwerp. In or- 
der to nllevlnte thc^r fears and to ob- 
tain guaranties which might hasten 
the restoration of settled conditions. 
Cardinal Mercler secured from tha 
German government at Antwerp protn- 
Isca, and In a circular letter dated Oc- 
tober ICth, 1914, asked the clergy of 
ihc province of Antwerp to communi- 
cate them to the people: 

"Tile governor of Antwerp, Bnron 
von Holning».n, General von Hnene, 
has authorized me to Inform you In his 
mime and to communicate by your 
obliging intermediary to our popula- 
tions, the three following declara- 
tions: 

“(1) The young men need not fear 
being taken to Germany, either to he 
enrolled Info the army or to bo era- 
ployed nt forced labors. 

."(H) If Individual infractions of po- 
lice regulations are committed, tlie 
authorities will Institute a search for 
the responsible authors and will pun- 
ish them, without placing the respon- 
sibility on the entire population. 

“(3) The Oernmn and Belgian an- 
thorltles will neglect nothing to see 
that food Is assured to the popula- 
tion." 

"On March 2.3d. 1916, nt the arsenal 
at I.uffre the German nufliorltles post- 
e<l n notice demanding return to work. 
On April 21st. 2'X) workmen were call- 
ed for. On April 27lh soldiers went 
to fetch the workuien from their 
homes and take them to the ursemil. 
In the absence of n workman, a metii- 
ber of the family was arrested. 

Workmen Imprisoned on Trains. 

"However, the nu*ii mnintnined their 
refusal to work, ‘because they were 
unwilling to co-operate in acts of war 
against their country.' 

"On May -1th. 24 workmen detained 
In prison nt NIvelles were tried at 
Mons hy a court-martial, ‘on the charge 
of being members of a secret society, 
having for Its nlm to thwart the carry- 
ing nut of German military measures,' 
They were condeiimed to imprison- 
ment. 

“On May 8th, lOl.'l, 48 workmen 
were sliut up In a freigiit car and 
taken to Germnny. 

"On May 14th, 45 men were deport- 
ed to Germany. 

“On May 18th a fresh proclaiuntlon 
announced that the prisoners woubl 
receive only dry bread and water, hnd 
liot food only every four days. On 
May 22d three cars with 104 work- 
men were sent toward Charleroi." 

“A similar course was adopted at 
Malines, where hy various methods 
of Intimidation, the German authori- 
ties attempted to force the workers at 
the arsenal to work on material for 
the rnllwnys. ns If it were not plain 
ihat this material would become war 
material sooner or later.l 

“The following notices was placard- 
ed at Menln In July-jjlugust, 1916: 
‘By order: From today the town will 
no longer afford aid of any descrip- 
tion — Including assistance to their 
fninllles, wives, and children — to any 
operatives except those who work 
regularly nt military work, and other 
tasks assigned to them. All other op- 
eratives and their families can hence- 
forward not be helped U. any fashion.’ 

Punished for Refusal to Work. 

“.Similar measures were taken In 
October. 191.6. at Harlebokelez-Court- 
ral, Bissegbem, Lokeren. and Mons. 
From Ilurlebeke 29 Inhabitants were 
transported to Germany. At Mona. 
In M. Lenoir’s factory, Ibe directors, 
foremnti, and 81 workmen were im- 
prisoned for having refused to work 
In the i«;rvlce of the Gernnin army. .M. 
Lenoir was sentenced to five years' im- 
prisonment. the five 'llrectors to a 
year each, six foremen to six months, 
and the 81 workmen to eight weeks. 

“The general government had re- 
course also to indirect inelhods of 
compulsion. It seized the Belglun 
Bed C ross, tonflscal' Its property, 
and ch: red Its purp. •‘e arbitrarily. 
It nllmiuitiMl to make itxelf master of 
the public charities, and to control the 
iiatlounl aid and food committee. 

“If we were to cite In extenso the 
decree of the governor general of Aug- 
ust 4ih, 1916, concerning inensiires in- 
tended to assure the carrying out of 
works of public usefulness, and (tint 
of August l.^ib. ‘concerning the iniein- 
ployed. v\ho, tlirough Idleness, refralu 
from work,' It would be seen by what 
tortuous means the occupying power 
attempts to attack at once the mas- 
ters and the men." 

FInss Imposed Without Reason. 

The tJerman authorities were not 
sutisfled with one impoverishing levy. 
In November, 1916, one month before 
the expiruti Ml of the twcl ve-montli 
(leriod fixed for the levy, they decree<i 
that the contribution of 40,000,tXXl 
frpnes a month should be paid for an 
Indefinite (lerlod. In Novembor, Idld, 
they increased the levy to SO.OOO.OOU 
francs a nionth. In addition, faithful 
to the iiietbud laid down by the high 
cuuiiuand. the German autborltlas 
have continued to levy fines upon 
towns and villages for acts comaoltted 
in their neighborhood, although they 
had no proof that these acta had been 
committed by any Inhabitant of the 
city or village (bus fined

ING PLANS FOR VICTORY 
BEFORE YEAR CLOSES. 

GERMAN STRIKES SPREADING 


tVorkmen of Empire Demand Peace — 

Civil War Rages in Finland — Ital- 
ians Drive Back Austrians — Sec- 
retary Baker's Excellent De- 
fense Checks Criticism. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Washington correspondent.s were 
jiermitteil to say, last Friday, that the 
Fnlted .States and the entente allies 
are maturing plans of supreme Impor- 
tance which. It Is hoped and believed, 
will bring the war to an end before 
the close of this year. What the pro- 
ject Is, cannot be stated, but It Is 
known that this country is about to 
use Its men and resources on a far 
greater scale than has been considered 
lio.ssihle, and that there will be close 
‘(■iMiperatlon by all the opponents of 
iho central powers. 

In a message' to American farmers, 
President Wilson declared the cul- 
minating crisis of the struggle has 
4’(Nne, and that we must and shall 
win. He added that victory or defeat 
■would be decided this year. 

— — 

Industrial Oermaliy at last seems to 
be rising in its strength, demanding 
that the war be eniled without Indem- 
nities and annexations and that the 
<'ondltlon of the proletariat be Improv- 
ed. This is really the big news of the 
l»ast week, for If the hundreds of thou- 
sands of striking workmen, backed by 
the women of the country, can gain 
the support of a consj^derable part of 
the Oernian army the autocrats and 
militarists may be ilriven from power 
or foreiMl to recede greatly from their 
Itan-fitTinan program In order to re- 
tain their h«dd on the r»*lns ,of gov- 
ernment. In Berlin. Hamburg, Kiel 
iiiid tbe 4'heninitz Industrial district of 
Saxony work has come to a standstill 
and all over the empire there are 
strikes. Acctiriling to the meager dis- 
iiatches from Germany, the soldiers 
and strikers fought In the suburbs of 
Berlin and some deaths rt*su1ted, 
though In si'veral Instances the sol- 
diers refused to Are on the pe«)ple. The 
two socialist factions are conducting 
the great denionstratbin. and many of 
their leadi-rs are said to have been ar- 
rested. Three Important newsiiapers 
of Berlin were suppressed. Minister 
of the Interior Walraff refused to hold 
a cotift'retice with the del»*gates of the 
workmen. 

Such was the corfditlon of affairs. 
If surface Indicatiotis meant anytbitig. 
But the foreign corre.spondents in Ibd- 
latal attd elsewhere were dubious. 
They more than half believed the Im- 
perial governtnetil hail stirred up tbe 
strike movement In tbe hope that it 
would tiffed tbe etitetite countries and 
britig about peace, or that it intended 
to use tbe movement to break off nego- 
tiatlon.s with the Bussiati bolshevikl. 

There ivils much uncertaitity ns to 
what was going on In .\ustria. ns the 
4-en.s4>rsh!p was very active. Iteports 
from Vienna were that the state gran- 
aries there were dt'stroyed by a con- 
tlagration which the revolutionaries 
were iieeiised of having startl'd. 

From I'eirognid eame the statement 
that the woi-'.'inen of Warsaw had 
struck itt protest against \'on Kuehl-

1'lic conflict In Finland between the 
government of that now republic and 
the revolutionists, who seek to follow 
the cxiitnple of their brethren in Kns- 
sia, has ri'.snitetl in some sharp light- 
ing. Tlie .so-callcil white guard, sup- 
porting the 'government in northern 
Flnlnml, defented tlie red guard de- 
spite the help given the latter by Ilus- 
sian soldiers, and then hegan a march 
on the .southern part of the country, 
where the red guards wore In control. 
A report that .Sweden had Intervened 
in hehair of the government was de- 
nied.

The Uouniiininns Joined forces with 
the Ukrainians under the command of 
General Stcherhalcheff, whom the hol- 
sheviki declar-d an outlaw, and invail- 
ed Bessarahin, partly to restore order 
there and especially to protect great 
stores of snoplles belonging to Iloii- 
innnla that bad been removed there 
at the time of flie German Invasion. 
This move, added to other sources of 
irritation, caused the Russian govern- 
ment to break off all relations with 
Ronmnnin and to announce that It 
would light the Ukraine. The troops 
of the radn got Into action, and in Vol- 
hynln they defeated the bolshevikl, 
taking posse.sslon of Lutsk. 

On tlie other hand, the Ukrainians 
were forced to surrender Kiev to the 
bolshevikl troops. 

The holsheviki seem not to have 
come to any agreement as to the pence 
negotiations with Germany, and It was 
reported the breach between the Le- 
nlne and the Trotzky factions was wid- 
ening. The premier fnvored yielding 
to the German demands, ns might he 
expected from him, while Trotzky firm- 
ly opposed such a eonrse. 

The negotiations at Brest-Lltovsk 
were resumed on Tne.sday. the Russian 
delegates returning ns the “ri'present- 
aflves of the world proletariat,” for 
the pnnsovlet congress in Pctrogrnd 
has declared for a holy war against 
nil Imperialists, Trotzky was given 
a free hand In dealing with the cen- 
tral i)owers.

Ifnly struck suddenly and hard last 
week at the Austrian line on the east- 
ern Aslago plateau. The dashing Ital- 
ians broke through the enemy's posi- 
tions. took some prisoners anil 

repulsed all countcr-attneks. A day 
or sft later they attacked again, taking 
enemy positions on Gol del Rosso ntid 
Pol Dechele and Anally pushing on to 
the capture of Monte dl Val Bella, a 
dominating height.

This looked 
like the beginning of a real offensive 
timt inlL’bl develiq) Into a drive of 
magnitude, the probable ob.b'ct being 
to flilve tbe enemy back against tbe 
slopes of tbe soow-coverc<l .Mps. 

On tbe w»‘.st front there was ever- 
lncn*as|ng artillery activity but no no- 
table infantry tnovetneiits. The mueb- 
•olvertlscd German offensive still was 
j delaved. iterbajis waiting for Internal 
] tronbb's to simmer down. Tbe sector 
belli by tbe .Americans was subjected 
to fri'quent sbelling, and one early 
morning treniii raid was matle there, 
so that General I'ersbing bud to report 
a number of casualties.

Which docs not accord with 
the opinion ex|tre.ssetl Ity ccrlalD emi- 
nent Boches thnt tbe mllitnry power of 
America ticcd give Germany no anx- 
iety, becanso no groat number cf our 
troops can be taken over to Kurope. 

Stimulnteil, perhnp.s, by the siicc3saful 
ntlacks of iillicd aviators on .Vlann- 
heim iind other German citiea the 
kaiser’s air forces made two big raids 
on sncce.sstve nights on Londnli and 
southeast Etigland. The Dombs 
dropped by the lirst expedition killed 
47 persons, mostly women and chil- 
dren, nnd nil but one in the metropolis, 
and injured a considerable nttnber. 
The second bunch of raiders munlered 
only two. 

For the first time In months Paris 
was raided by enemy aviators. They 
attacked tbe city In considerable num- 
bers and killed ‘20 persons and wound- 
ed 50.

Secretary Baker, at his own retjuest, 
appearing n second time before the 
senate committee on military nfai^ 
made an addre.ss that created so exc«- 
lent an impression that much of the 
criticism of him and his mnnngenent 
of the war department was silei^d. 
He spoke frankly nnd eloQuentl.Vi no 
longer seeking to cover up the faults 
of the bureaus, but asserting that' his 
critics had made It appear thnt Ipe- 
clflc cases were characteristic of gsR-.

The 
senator assured the secretary the urg- 
ing of tlte munitions director nnd war 
cabinet hills was due only to patriotic 
desire to help win the war nnd In 
no way was Intended to reflect on the 
administration. Mr. Baker finally 
agreed to reconsider his ohjeetinns.to 
the former measure, hut asked that the 
1ntt«*r be shelved. It was believed that 
if the position of munitions director Is 
created it wiM he filled by Mr. Stettin- 
lus. who already. In the rertfgnnlzallon, 
has been made surveyor generil of 
army supplies. His long experenee 
as purchasing agent for the enrente 
allies seems lo fit him pecullarl.’ for 
the i)Iace. 

The goetl r“siilts of the senate In- 
\estlgafi4Mi and of tbe general critl- 
elsin directed against some fea nres 
of th<- war department’s managenent 
are nripiirent ilaily. and the Imirove- 
ment may go on until all the c*ltles 
are satisfied except those who ludd 
that a professed p.-iclfist Is nr)t the man 
for seenuary of war In war tlmt.

The bungnlow lins done n great deni 
to promote home construction during 
recent years In tills country. Tlie np- 
ponl of n neat little bungalow Is strung 
to the man who has always wanted a 
homo of Ills own, hut who has allowed 
himself to get Into the hnlilt of rent- 
ing, more for the reason that he has 
feared the cost than for any other. A 
RToat many more homes of the bunga- 
low type would he built if every man 
who has a firm desire for a homo 
would go to an architect or contractor 
and get the Information which will en- 
able him to llgurc the proposition out 
in a logical manner. 

The cost of a cozy little bungalow 
Is not great nnd the comfort and sat- 
isfaction derived from It more than 
pay for the Inconvenience of a slight 
increase in Interest over what would 
he paid in rent, if the funds arc not 
available to pay the entire amount at 
iho time of construction. Almost any 
man can enjoy himself in keeping up 


nary. The flalshlng materials naed !■ 
this ense are ahinglea and stucco on 
the walla of the house and ornamental 
brick and stucco in the chimney. The 
method of proportioning the different 
materials over the walls la distinc- 
tive. The stucco Is applied In a wide 
belt around the house In line with the 
mnin floor windows. Beginning at the 
top of this belt and c^rrle<l down to 
the water table, the chimney Is finished 
with stucco. Above the belt orna- 
mental face brick are used In the chim- 
ney. 

This chief decorative effect, although 
very artistic In Itself, is greatly aided 
by the various smaller details of ex- 
terior finish carried through the de- 
sign. Because shingles look best for 
wall finish when they are stnincMl some 
dark tint, the preferable color scheme 
for this bungalow would probably he 
found In the use of dnrk-stnined 
shingles, gray stucco nnd pure white 
trim.

Somewhere in France. 

Oct. 9. 1917. 

Editor Gt&zette and Transcript; 

'Phis Wednesday night we left for 
our three days’ visit to one of the 
fronts which the Germans abandoned 
in their big retreats last spring eo 
wore to see things pretty fresh. Un- 
til that time we had seen nothing of 
the desolation of war except the con- 
valescents at the various depot^j. We 
certainiy had things in store for us. 
One year ago at this time I remem- 
ber as I looked at pictures after pic- 
tures in magazines, books and movies 
of tile desolation, destruction and 
battlcflelds of France, I longed for a 
look at it all Just to realize what it 
all really must be like, but nothing 
seemed farther away than to have 
passed through village after village 
laid waste, through the barrenness of a 
no man’s land and to stand by a 
heap of debris formerly a church 
on a grey desolate day in October 
1917, surrounded by a silent, lifeless 
waste of ruins, and to hear low mur- 
mura of distant guns where more 
destruction was in progress, as I 
saw yesterday and today. 

We have three motor trucks to 
carry us on our tours of observation 
and aa I left the hotel at 5.46 yester- 
day morning 1 saw the first signs 
oi real demolition. Within 100 feet 
of the hotel door was a military 
bridge built on the ugly ruins of 
a once beautiful arch bridge span- 
ning the Oise, and destroyed by re- 
treating armies. We reacihed the 
trucks and started. We must have 
ridden about ten miles before we 
came to the first real demolitions. 
Passed through two villages of per- 
haps 600 or 1000 inhabitants with 
not a building intact. Roofs gone, 
windows gone, walls gone, and floors 
falleu in every building (small one 
or two story affairs, all of masonry 
and close together). Here and there 
an epicerie or a boulangerie might 
have patched up its remains and 
opened a little business again. Here 
and there an old woman and a child 
or two would peep at us as we rolled 
by. Wc rolled on without stopping. 
We saw quantities and quantities of 
barbed wire and some trenches. Then 
we reached a fair sized city, six or 
seven thousand perhaps, and stopped 
to stretch our legs. It was not en- 
tirely in ruins but it was' quite bad 
enough. We entered a chufcli of the 
13tli century which . remained '‘un- 
touched except for the organ, the 
metal pipes of which had been taken 
away by the Germans, We walked 
around it and realized its age by 
the old woodwork and worn steps 
and walks. The French used In the 
tablets was somewhat different type 
from the present, like Chaucer's Eng- 
lish, for instance, differs from ours. 
We continued and liad not gone far 
wluMi we had to make a circuit to 
paoS a large steel bidge now a mass 
of ruins in a canal bed. On we went, 
and at last made our first stop. 

Halted in a village surrounded by 
the usual ruins. Cburclies offer the 
most Interesting evidences of the 
forces at work. One fine old church 
(of this good sized town) had noth- 
ing but the walls remaiuiug. The 
stones made a muss some 30 feet 
liigli in the interior. Here and there 
were untouched ornaments and fig- 
ures in the various niches. Here, 
too, the organ pipes had been re- 
moved by the Germans. All of these 
I towns had been lield by tlie Germans 
i and destroyed by the guns of tlie 

i French. Proceeded down the street

Then visited two separate places for 
(Icrman batteries with their systems 
of shelters, dugouts etc. It was hard 
to realize as we climbed down 15 and 
20 feet below ground and flashed 
our pocket lights about, that only 
a few months lago real genuine Dosch- 
es were there way off In France. 

Changed our course then (o see our 
(i.'st real no man'a land. A fine 
read was perpendicular to the linos. 
Fine .tall trees about a foot In dia- 
meter grew on each side. Wc first 
came to tlie German lines. Trench- 
es, trenches^ trenches with Its nec- 
essary barbed wire lay before us on 
a large plane. Tlie trees for three 
ot four hundred yards were no more. 

S umps only remained in which were 
lodged shrapnel bullets, one or two 
uiexploded shells, etc. Shell holes 
were quite numerous, small ones (6 
feet across and three deep). We 
continued to the French lines where 
the endless lines of deqj; trendies 
and all conceivable sorts of barbed 
w’^e lay before us. At the rear we ~ 
totk lunch in a regular village of ^ 
urtlergrouiid dugouts of all conceiv- 
able sizes, varieties and shapes. 
Sotie could hold 200 men and others 
only a squad. The beds were al- 
ways in tiers of two consisting of 
chiQken wire stretched on frames. 
Xeeile^s to say my camera and pock- 
et flash light were busy. Had a cold 
liinc ’,1 of fish, _roast beef, cheese, 
bread, apples and wine in an old 
ruin piled high with sand bags. Af- 
ter lunch we left for another place 
which had contained a rather fine 
chateau. It is now conserved by the 
ministry of war an interesting ex- 
ample of destruction. Just ordinary 
plain ruins were beginning to seem 
common, so we went a few mifes 
further to a little more advanced 
stage. 

The village had been a strong 
point and it looked it. From 
the mound formed by church mater- 
ial we looked around. The village 
consisted of nothing but rolling and 
irregular mounds where the houses 
once stood, broken and ruined dug- 
outs, a few gaunt tree trunks, and 
where there had been any clear land 
were large shell holes almost touch- 
ing, about ten to eleven feet across 
and five or six deep, now choked 
with barbed wire. In between the 
IncB at this point a rather extended 
mine warfare had taken place. We 
saw the results. Wc first came to 
a small mine which had resulted in 
a hole about 100 feet acro-s and 30 
deep. Right near it was an enor- 
mous rent in the earth for about 
400 or 500 feet long, 100 wide and 
50 deep. We Just looked and won- 
dered, and while wondering a French 
eaptaln called my attention to the 
dull murmur of the big guns at the 
front. . Tills liolc had not done much 
damage. It was Just used by the 
French to stop the mining warfare. 

Left this, boarded the trucks and 
started homeward. Passed a little 
farniliouse in ruins which had been 
an observation post. Passed tlirougii 
another vllage now no more. A con- 
crete observing post in the tower 
of a church had betui blown down 
by the Bosches before leaving. While 
visiting that ruini^d village an amus- 
ing remark was passed. While try- 
ing to distinguish houses from the 
rest of the landscape, a French cap- 
tain who was explaining the vio- 
lence of the struggle called our at- 
tenliou to the fact that the ground 
tiad been “disturbed.” Then came 
straight home. The country we 'bad 
Inspected had been ail very flat, 
mostly fields. The wt«ther wa« 
cold and dreary, and showers fre- 
quent.

The size of the Hook whlob ciin bo 
most otllclontly kept will doponil, tlrst 
of nfl, upon tbo spare avnllablo and, 
secondly, upon the amount of table 
scraps or waste wlilcb Is available for 
feed. It l.s a mistake to try to over- 
stock the available space. Ketter nv 
suits will be obtalncal from a few hens 
in a small yard tbun from a larjicr 
number. The backyard poultry Hock 
rarely will consist of more than 120 to 
S.'j bens, and In many cases of not 
more than el^ht or ten, or occasionally 
of only three or four. For a Hock of 
120 to hens n space of not less than 
2.') feet by 30 feet should be available 
for a yard. I If less si)ace Is available 
the size of the flock should bo reduced, 
allowing, on the, average, 20 to 30 
square feet for each fowl. A few hens 
sometimes may be kept successfully 
with a smaller yard allowance than 
this, but If the space Is avallidtlc a 
yard of the size indlcattsl should be 
used. 

Ordinarily, the best way for tlie city 
poultry keeper to start n flock Is to 
buy pullets in the full when tliey arc 
cheaper. Unles.s there is a scurclty 
In the community now, however, there 
Is likely to he little trouble In secur- 
ing a few hens at this time, although 
prices probably will be higher. Pullets 
obtained at this time will give better 
returns If eggs are desired, while If 
the intention is to raise chicks older 
laying hens may be used, or day-old 
chicks can be purchased and u start 
mndc in that way. 

How to Buy Hens. 

When pullets or hens are to be pur- 
chased it is well. If possible, to go 
to some farmer or ))oultrymau who is 
known to the prospective buyer. If 
there Is no opportunity to go Into 
the country for pullets, they often cjin 
be selected from among the llvf\ poul- 
try shlpi)ed Into the city to be mar- 
keted. The advice of some one who 
knows poultry should be sought In 
making such a purchase to make sure 
that pullets or young hens are ob- 
tained and that the slock is healthy.' 
Often the local poultry nKs<iclatlon8 
are glad to help the prospective poul- 
try keeper to get stuck by putting him 
in communication with some of Its 
members having stock for sale. Some- 
times the local board of trade ur cham- 
ber of commerce is glad to help In 
bringing together the prospective pur- 
chaser and the poultry raiser.

MAKE START WITH PUREBRED 


Householders Usually Desire Not Orly 
Eggs for Table, But Also an Occa 
sional Chicken to Eat — Light 
Breeds for Eggs. 


You want to start a backyard Irn- 
nery or Improve the one you have — 
you have gone that far In your deter- 
mination to help the meat and egg 
supply — how shall you begin? Wliat 
kind of fowls shall you keep, Imw 
many and how shall you procure 
them? These are your next considera- 
tions. Here arc the suggestions of 
specialists of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture on these 
points. They will help the beginner 
especially, hut should also help tho 
town householder to make his flock 
more serviceable. First, the kind of 
breed. 

This win depend somewhat on 
whether you desire eggs, meat or both 
eggs and meat Householders usually 
desire not only eggs for the table and 
for cooking, hut also an occasional 
chicken to eat. If this l.s your desire 
one of the general-purpose breeds, 
such as I’lymonlli Rock, Wyandotte, 
Rhode Island Red or Oiplngton, Is 
preferable to the smaller egg breeds, 
such ns the Leghorns. Not only do the 
mature fowls of these bret'ils, because 
of their larger size, mnkc better table 
fowls than the Leghorns, but the 
young chickens for the same ren.son 
make better friers and roasters. Chick- 
ens of the egg breeds are suitable only 
for smaller broilers. Hens of the gen- 
eral-puritoso breeds also ore more 
“broody," making good sitters and 
mothers, which is a decided advantage 
when it Is desired to liutch and raise 
chicks. Hens of the egg breeds .seldom 
become broody and nro In any event 
rather unreliable sitters and mothers. 

Lighter Breeds for Eggs. 

If, however, the desire for eggs out- 
weighs that for nn occnslomil table 
fowl the lighter egg breeds undoubted- 
ly will be mure practicable because 
they lay us many eggs and eat less 
feed, with the result that they produce 
the egg more cheaply. It Is by nil 
means advisable to keep some pure

Feeding Ducka. 

Ducks .nay be fed on the rations 
recommended for fowls and chickens, 
but better results an* usually secured 
by feeding more green and vegetable 
fee<ls and u larger proporilou of 
mush. l‘2ggs from I’ekiii ducks are 
used largely for batching, and the 
proflt U secured In producing green 
ducklings (ducks fattiuied and uiar- 
kete<l ut the age of eight or twelve 
weeks); therefore tliese ducks are fed 
a malnteiiaiioe ration after tiiey stop 
laying In the summer until about De- 
cember 1, when a laying ration Is 
given and the amount of mash in- 
ereused. Indian Runner dueks have 
been Introduced us producers of com- 
mercial eggs, so they should be fed 
laying rations throughout the year if 
kept fur egg production.

Makes Eggs Tell Their Age. 

A novel and rapid way whereby to 
determine the age of an egg has been 
developed by M. Orossfeld. a French 
liivestigiitor. He bus supplemented 
tbe usual method by one dependent on 
speclflc gravity, notes the Boston 
Transcript. The existing way where- 
by to determine the age of eggs Is by 
candling them and taking note of tbe 
“mirage which forms about tbe yolk." 
Mr. Grussfeld has determined that spe- 
eltic gravity of normal eggs In the 
way attributed to Archimedes, and 
I there has been figured out the loss in 
I gravity, for each week of keeping. For 
I qulek inspection of qualities of eggs, 
i he bus devised a form of hydrometer, 
j The egg takes the place of the welght- 
i (-d bulb and the scale indicates tbe 
Kpecifio gravity aud ut the same time 
the age of the egg. A little cage has 
been urrangud to hold tbe egg aud Is 
capable of quick handling. Big eggs 
aud little eggs are subject to errors In 
tbe readlugs, but with eggs tn the vi- 
cinity ut tA grammes the ludlcatloB Is 
lostuntaututusL

Mrs, E. V. Warren of 288 Middle 
street has received the following 
letter from her ison Basil S' Warren, 
who Is on the U. S. S. Manning 
“over there:” 

Somewhere on the Sad Sea Waves. 

Nov. 30. 1917. 

Dear MotAicr — 

Here I am, but can’t say where. 
If you should see me writing this 
you would be surprised, but the fact 
is, you couldn’t see me. Do not 
have much time to write in the day 
time, so I am writing tlili in the 
dark as we can have no lights after 
sunset. Lucky I took up the touch 
system or you would have no letter 
.tonight 

Ws are getting down where it is 
warmer again, I am glad to say. We 
all had a fine time at our last st< 
ping place, as It was a new one 
us. The weather was cool, but e 
could stand that, as the people were 
very hospitable and spoke my lingo. 
.We saw the effect of the war there, 
when each person you met told of 
a relative at the front. All the 
business waa run by women, and 
there were no young men in the 
town, except some from an Iriirtt 
regiment. , 

A number of Yanks with them, 
and I met one from Philadelphia, 
and one from Charleilown, wha gave 
me a bunch of Boston papers. It 
was good to meet someone from the 
U. S. A,, but they were happier to 
meet us. The town wag almost In 
total darkness. 

When the stores were open all the 
curtains were down and only a few 
street light:. Those were palnU*d 
ovetT the top so the light would not 
show. Wish some of the people at 
home could see things as they were 
there, and they would wake up to 
what tills war moans. 

I waa ashore evey nlglvt. elUier 
on liberty or patrol. Tiie last nlglit 
beat them all. I wai on patrol and 
about 9 o’clock another youth and 
I began to round up the bunch on 
liberty. Just about then it began to 
min. .No raincoat. Did I get wet. 
NO! Liberty was up at 10 but the 
launch did not arrive until 10.15. 
When we started back the sea was 
kicking up pretty bad, and I got 
soaked again with salt water. My 
unifom VM •■*’0 • tigilL but It 
all came out in the wash. 

If we get no worse ducking titan 
that we will be lucky. We saw one 
“friend” sub, but be went sway. I 
Never mind we’ll get him yet. 

We are getting mail better and 
better nil tbe time, sa It is making 
good time now. Everybody on board 
is happy wbefi the mail comes. None 
of tts appreciate boiue until we ore 


censor. I would like to scribble 
everything but orders are orders. 

I’ll try and remember things' to 
tell when I get home, and will have 
enough to last some time I guess. 
You can write anything you like so 
keep them coming, ond tell the 
whole crowd to write often, for I 
can’t get too many letters. 

Hope you people had a pleasant 
Thanksgiving. Person-ally I hardly 
noticed it go by, as we had no old 
New England dinner. We were out 
to sea that day, but luckily it was 
smooth i;0 we all enjoyed the dinnor 
wo did have. We Iiad ham instead 
of turkey, but quite a few fixings. 
As long as my stomach is full I 
should worry. I’ll m.'iko up for lost 
time when I get home. 

Some joke here wlien you slide 
down the berth deck, and then 
squeeze in a corner, sit on the deck, 
or stand up with one arm around a 
po:t and eat stew wlricb is tbe only 
thing can be cooked when the sea 
is rough. One ship that came over 
didn’t have tables set for eight days! 
^’m getting pretty “scargolng’’ 
w. Had one narrow escape but 
manag^ to get into my “dream 
sack’’ Just la time. It’s a lovely 
feeling I assure you, and you need 
no istomoch pump. I almost wrecked 
the Episcopal church the other night 
by attending service. First time 
since I left home, but need a little 
church occasionally. I started once 
before, but Just as we were going 
in a fellow on patrol told us to get 
back to the ship, as we had a hurry 
call. Hardly dared to try it again, 
and stop all my shipmates’ liberty. 

Have iieard of Christmas packager 
coming and shall watch for them as. 
believe me, all those things help 
when you are far from home. 

Have no idea when we will return 
but don't begin to watch down the 
hill or you may be blind before you 
see me. It would, seem some quiet 
to mlai so many of the boys from 
tlie old home town.

BRITISH KNOW RACING VALUE 

Decision to Lengthen Racing Season 

in 1918 Shows Importance Placed 
on Better Breeding. 

England’s decision to lengthen the 
1918 racing season, the dates of which 
have Just been announced, shows 
what Importance Engll.sh authorities 
lay upon the Improvement of the breed 
of horses In war times. 

Horses are essential even in this 
great conflict of machines and It is 
through racing that the breeding In- 
dustry thrives and Is kept alive. If 
the war continues through 1919 an 
oveu longer season than that sanc- 
tioned for next year will undoubtedly 
be in order. 

The English government did not cn^ 
tail thoroughbred racing In order to 
conserve grain supplies alone, ns many 
turfmeh In this country are under the 
Impression. It was realized that the 
horses would have to eat under any 
circumstances and the only way to 
save fodder in appreciable quantities 
would be to ent the throats of the 
thoroughbreds, something no govern- 
ment Is going to advise under war con- 
ditions. 

Limitations were put on racing rath- 
er because of the need of all transit 
facilities for war bnslness. The gov- 
ernment needed its rolling stock for 
the purpose of transporting troops, mu- 
nitions and the like. At the trans- 
portation problem becomes less acute 
the Indications are the racing sea- 
sons will correspondingly be in- 
creased.

The indications for the coming 
year in the golfing world are promla- 
Ing. The game will be played more 
than ever as It Is now an eetabllahed 
recreation or benefit for old and young 
alike. The association Is dcslrona of 
holding a second Liberty Tournament 
In 1918 and will endeavor to reach ev- 
ery club in the country, the number of 
which Is estimated to bo between 2,600 
and 8,000. This tournament and the 
open patriotic tournament, given for 
charity, held at Whltcmarsh Valley, 
were the only two competitions held 
under the direction of the United 
States Golf association In 1017, the 
association having adopted the policy 
of cancelling Its championship due to 
the war situation now prevailing. 
Growth of Game. 

The growth of the game of golf In 
the United States during the last 23 
years has far surpassed the most opti- 
mistic prediction of tho handful of en- 
thu.slnsts who organized tho United 
States Golf assoolatlnn on December 
22, 1894, Its popularity and bene- 
fits Boon became apparent, however, 
and some Idea of the expansion of the 
game may be gained by looking over 
the report of the Liberty Tournament 
held under the auspices of the United 
States Golf association on July 4, 1917, 
from which It will be Interesting to 
note that the association communi- 
cated with no less than 1,497 golf 
clubs. 

Every state In the Union was rep- 
resented in this event except Idaho, 
Nevada, New Mexico and Oregon, and 
the amount received at the time the 
report was issued In October was over 
$72,000. Since that time, however, the 
total has been Increased to more than 
$80,000, due to late returns from dnbs 
and demonstrated that the golfers of 
the United States exerted themselves 
to make this event a nnlon-wldc, pa- 
triotic testimonial. The tournament 
was carried on with the hearty co-op- 
eration of tho American Red Cross 
and owes mnch of its success to their 
willing efforts. The success of this 
effort alone fixes the status of golf In 
America as a recreative and competi- 
tive pastime which will endure even 
under the handicaps necessary and In- 
cidental to wartime. 


SWIMMING HOLDING ITS OWN 

Some Clubs and Colleges Not Giving 
Attention to Water Sporta 
on Account of War. 

Although most of the organizations 
Interested in water sports have en- 
deavored to enlarge tho scope of their 
activities on account of the war. some 
clubs, colleges and Y, M. C. A. 
brhncbcs are taking the opposite 
coulee and withdrawing from aquatics 
altogether, probably not realizing what 
their support means, says a writer In 
the Milwaukee SentineL 

They should bear In mind that swim- 
ming Is not solely a sport, but an e»- 
sentlul item in the physical education 
of every man and woman, fitting as It 
does for self-protection and life saving 
BO that there Is more reason than ever 
to encourage Its practice at these 
times, particularly with competition, 
which undoubtedly serves as the great- 
est of incentives. 

The claim has been raised that rac- 
ing is of no practical advantage, be- 
cause It only attracts experienced 
swimmers, fully developed. But tills 
la a greet mistake. The right kind of 
competition will draw into action the 
very people most In need of improve- 
ment — those having mastered the prin- 
dples, yet not sufflclently advanc^ to 
care for themselves or others In eu» 
of danger.

WORKMEN SEIZED AS SLAVES 


Cardinal Mtrclar Movtd to OIttar Can* 
damnation af Aata of Carman Au- 
tharittaa Which Areuaad Detaa* 
ration af Chrlatandom. 

Contrary to rules laid down by 
the Hague convention, and all prin- 
ciples of civilized warfare, Oerman 
authorities forced Belgians to aid 
them in the prosecution of the war. 
The committee on public informa- 
tion gives the facts concerning 
these atrocious deeds in a pamphlet 
recently made public, from which we 
take the following: 

October 12. 1015, the Oormnn nuthor- 
Ities took a long step in the develop- 
ment of their poliry of forcing the Bel- 
Klnna to old them In prosecuting the 
war. The decree of that dote reveals 
the mptter and openly disclosea a con- 
tempt for international law. 

“Article 1. Whoever, without reason. 
TOfuses to undertake or to continue 
work BUltable to hla occupation, and In 
the execution of which the military 
administration Is Interested, such work 
• being ordered by one or more of the 
military commanders, will be liable to 
Imprisonment not exceeding one year. 
He may also be transported to Ger- 
many. 

“In voklng Belgian laws or even In- 
ternational conventions to the con- 
trary, can, In no case, Justify the re- 
fusal to work. 

“Article 2. Any pefson who by force, 
threats, persuasion, or other means 
attempts to influence another to refuse 
work as pointed out In Article 1, is 
liable to the punishment of imprison- 
ment not exceeding flve years. 

“Article 8. Whoever knowingly by 
means of aid given or in any other way 
abets a punishable refusal to work, 
-ill be liable to a maximum flne of 
'MX) marks, and In addition may be 
'mned to a year’s impiisoninent.

“Slavery," Said Cardinal Mercier. 

Cardinal Mercier’s brief comment Is 
as follows: “The injustice and arbi- 
trariness of this decree exceed all that 
could be imagined. Forced labor, col- 
lective penalties and arbitrary punish- 
ments, all are there. It Is slavery, nei- 
ther more nor less.” 

Cardinal Mercier was in error, for 
the German authorities were able to 
Imagine a much more terrible measure. 
In October, 1016, when the need for 
an additional labor supply in Germany 
had become urgent, the German gov- 
ernment established the system of 
forced labor and deportation which 
has aroused the detestation of Chris- 
tendom. The reader will not be misled 
by the clumsy effort of the German au- 
thorities to mask the real purpose of 
the decree. 

“I. People able to work may be 
compelled to work even outside the 
place where they live, in case they 
have to apply to the charity of others 
for the support of themselves or their 
dependents on account of gambling, 
drunkenness, loafing, unemployment or 
idleness. 

“II. Rvery Inhabitant of the country 
Is bound to render assistance la case 
of accident or general danger, and also 
to give help In case of public culuiul- 
ties as far us he cun, even outside the 
place where he lives; in case of refu- 
sal he may be <‘uni|M>lled Ity force. 

“111. Anyone called ui>on to work, 
under Articles I or 11, who shall re- 
fuse the work, or to continue at the 
work assigned him, will Incur the pen- 
alty of Imprisonment up to three years 
and of a flne up to 10,000 marks, or 
one or other of these penalties, unless 
a severer penally la provided for by 
the laws in force. 

“If the refusal to work has been 
made in concert or in agreement with 
several persons, each accuinpllce will 
be sentenced, as If he were a ring- 
leader, to at least a week's Imprisou- 
ment. 

“IV. The German military authori- 
ties and military courts will enforce 
the proper execution of this decree.

Military Rulers Responsible. 

The responsibility fur this atrocious 
program rests upon the military rulers 
of Germany, who had labored so zeal- 
ously to infect the army and the 
I>eople with the principles of ruthless- 
ness.

chief of staff. In ills long re|Mirt of 
Jauuur> Id. 1917, Mini-oter Wiiltlock , 


says: (On file In state department) 

"Then. In August, Von Hindenburg 
was appointed to the supreme com- 
mand. He In said to have criticised 
Von Blsslng's policy an too mild; there 
was a quarrel ; Voii Rinsing went to 
Berlin to protest, threatened to resign, 
but did not. He returned, and a Ger- 
man official here said that Belgium 
would now he subjected to a more ter- 
rible regime — would lenrn what war 
was. The prophecy him been vindicat- 
ed. Recently I was told that the dras- 
tic measures are really of LudendoiTs 
Inspiration ; I do not know. Many Ger- 
man officem say so." 

If Von BIssIng had opposed the pol- 
[ Icy of deportation when his own Judg- 
ment Was overruled, he consented to 
become the “devil’s advocate’’ and de- 
fended the system In public. Espe- 
cially instructive is the following con- 
versation reported by Mr. F. C. Wal- 
cott: 

“I went to Belgium to Investigate 
conditions, and while there I had op- 
portunity ... to talk one day with 
Governor General Von BIssIng, who 
died three or four weeks ago, a man 
seventy-two or seventy-three years 
old, a man steeped In the ‘system,’ 
bom and bred to the hardening of the 
heart which that philosophy develops. 
There ought to be some new word 
coined for the process that a man’s 
heart undergoes when It becomes 
steeped In that system. 

“I said to him, ‘Governor, what are 
you going to do If England and France 
stop giving these people money to pur- 
chase food?* 

Von BIsaino Relied jsn Starvation. 

“He said, ‘We have got that all 
worked out and have had It worked 
out for weeks, because we hove ex- 
pected this system to break down at 
any time.* 

“He xvent on to say, ‘Starvation will 
grip these people In thirty to sixty 
days. Starvation Is a compelling force, 
and we would use that force to compel 
the Belgian workingmen, many of 
them very skilled, to go to Germany 
to replace the Germans, so that they 
could go to the front and fight against 
the English and the French.’ 

•“As fast as our railway transpor- 
tation could carry them, we would 
transport thousands of others that 
would be fit for agricultural work, 
across Europe down into southeastern 
Europe, Into Mesopotamia, where we 
have huge, splendid irrigation works. 
All that land needs Is water and it 
will blossom like the rose. 

“•The weak remaining, the old and 
the young, we would concentrate oppo- 
site the firing line, and put firing 
squads back of them, and force them 
through that line, so that the English 
and French could take care of their 
own people.'’ 

“It was a perfectly simple, direct, 
frank reasoning. It meant that the 
German government would use any 
force In the destruction of any people 
not its own to further its own ends." — 
Frederick C. Walcott, In National Gen- 
grapnicni Magazine, Hhy, 1917. 

A brief ^fgieral view of the character 
of the deportations can perhaps be 
gained best from the report of Minis- 
ter Whitlock. 

“The deportations began in October 
in the Etape, at Ghent, and at Bruges, 
as roy brief telegrams indicated. The 
policy spread; the rich Industrial dis- 
tricts of Hainault, the mines and steel 
works about Charleroi were next at- 
tacked; now they are seizing men in 
Brabant, even In Brussels, despite 
some Indications and even predictions 
of the civil authorities that the policy 
was about to be abandoned. 

[The etapes were the parts of Bel- 
gium under martial law, and included 
the province of western Flanders, part 
of eastern Flanders, and the region 
of Toumal. The remainder of the oc- 
cupied part of Belgium was under 
civil government.] 

Pitiable and Distressing Scene. 

“During the lust fortnight men have 
been Impressed here In Brussels, but 
their seizures here are made evidently 
with much greater care«than in the 
provinces, with more regard for the 
appearances. There was no public an- 
nouncement of the intention to deport, 
but suddenly aliout ten days ago cer- 
tain men in towns whose names are 
on the list of chomeurs received sum- 
mons notifying them to report at one 
of the railway stations on a given day ; 
penalties were fixed for failure to re- 
spond to the suintnons and there was 
printed on the card an offer of employ- 
ment by the German government, ei- 
ther In Germany or Belgium. On the 
first day out of about 1,500 men or- 
dered to present themselves at the 
Gare du Midi about 750 responded. 
These were examined by German phy- 
sicians and 8(X) were taken. There 
was no disorder, a large force of 
mounted Uhlans keeping back the 
crowds and barring access to the sta- 
tion to all but those who had been 
summoned to appear. The commis- 
sion for relief in Belgium had secured 
permission to give to each deported 
man a loaf of bread, and some of the 
communes provided warm clotbing for 
those who hud none and In addition a 
small financial allowance. As by one 
of the ironies of life the winter has 
been more excessively cold than Bel- 
gium has ever known it, and while 
many of those who presented them- 
selves were adequately protected 
against the cold, many of them were 
without oven'oats/ The men shiv- 
ering from cold and fear, the parting 
from weeping wives and children, the 
liarriers of brutal Uhlans, all this 
made the scene u pitiable and dis- 
tressing one. 

“It was understood that the seizures 
would continue here in Brussels, Itut 
on 'I'hursday lust, u bitter cold day, 
those that hud been convoked were 
sent lioiue without examination. It is 
supisuu-d that the severe weather bus 
moved tlie Gerinaua lo postpone Ute 
defiortatiun.”

The United States sustained Its first 
wevere blow In the war on Wednesday, 
when the transport Tuscania, carrying 
American troops to Europe, was tor- 
pedoed off' the north Irish coast and 
sank la two hours. At the time of 
writing the number of missing, pre- 
sumably dead. Is 101. Of these S7 were 
American ofllcera and enlisted men, 
the others being members of the Brit- 
ish crew. That the losses were so 
small was due to the excellent work 
«d the convoying vessels and the time 
the Tuscania remained afloat. 

The fact that such disasters as this 
were expected In the process of trans- 
porting hundreds of thousands of men 
to Europe does not lessen the shock 
to the nation or mitigate the anguish 
•of the relatives of the victims. But 
those relatives have the great consola- 
tion of knowing that their boys met 
their fate bravely and calmly, as Amer- 
ican soldiers should, and that they gave 
their lives for their country and for 
civilisation as truly as If they had died 
•on the field of battle. Most of these 
troopers were but partly trained mem- 
t)ers of forestry and other contingents 
going over to work behind the lines, 
but when the first excitement of the 
■explosion had passed these lads, like 
veteran soldiers, lined up on the deck 
and sang national airs while they wait- 
ed their turns In lifeboats. 

The sinking of the Tuscania has 
aerved to weld the determination of 
the entire nation to see the war 
through to a victorious finish. It also 
lias brought forth the Information that 
the Aniertcun navy, which so far has 
been fighting the U-boats with make- 
shift devices, is now about ready to 
put Into operation new devices and 
methods that, It Is confidently believed, 
will prove most effective In dealing 
-with the murderous submarines. The 
movement of troops to the other side 
will not be checked In the slightest by 
the loss of this one transport. Says 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels: “Just 
«■ fast as our ships can carry men to 
Europe they will go, and Just as fast 
as they are e<]ulpped they will be sent, 
and ships will carry them, and no mas 
living will ever again see the day when 
-our goods will be carried across the 
Atlantic except In ships flying the flag 
of the United States.** 

For a bunch that Is determined to 
lisve peace, the bolshevik! of Russia 
are gettlv plenty of fighting these 
slays. And according to reports, they 
are not getting the best of It. Under- 
taking to coerce k'luland Into a revolu- 
tion like their own In Russia, they and 
the Klunlsh Red guards have been de- 
feated In long and bloody battles at 
Uleaborg and Tamtnerfers by the gov- 
ernment forces commanded by General 
Mannerhelm. known ns the White 
guard, t'leaborg was the chief mili- 
tary depot of the Russians In northern 
k'lalsnd. and both there and at Tam- 
merfors the White guard captured con- 
siderable stores of munitions and arms. 
So far Sweden has refused to permit 
supplies to be sent across the border 
to General Mannerhelm. despite the 
demands of the Swedish press and peo- 
ple. 

To the south (he bolshevikl are fight- 
ing both the rkrsiulaus and the Rou- 
manians In Besarabls and apparently 
getting well whipped. In one fight the 
Itoumsulans captured and disarmed 
two entire divisions of Russians. In 
western Siberia General Kaledlnes was 
Kuld to Ite working his way toward 
Omsk, while farther east another force 
of Cossacks was moving north from 


the Chinese border to take the rnllway. 
The Tartars occupied Yalta, In the 
government of Taurida, and were nd- 
vanclng to Sebastopol, the grent naval 
base on tlie BInck sea. 

Adding to their own troubles, the 
bolshevikl decreed the separation of 
church nnd state and seized nil church 
property for the people, which aroused 
the patriarch of Russia to excommuni- 
cate some of them and to call for a 
holy war. 

An tinconflrtned report said Polish 
troops had captured Mohilev, head- 
quarters of the bolshevikl army, and 
had captured Commander in Chief 
Krylenko nnd his staff. 

A deadlock over the question of the 
Ukraine put an end, for the pre.sent 
at lenst, to the peace negotintions at 
Brest-Litovsk. The Germans, It was 
said, then demanded their terms be ac- 
cepted at once, threatening otherwise 
to march on Petrograd. The Russian 
soldiers’ council at Moscow called on 
the government to form a volunteer 
socialist army and continue resistance. 

Meanwhile economic and foo<l condi- 
tions In Petrograd and other ports of 
Russia are growinc steadily worse. 

It is quite evident that Trotzky has 
been counting on a real revolution of 
the workers of Germany, and It la 
equally evident that no such revolution 
Is forthcoming In the near future. The 
widespread strikes which were hailed 
with Joy by the foolishly optimistic 
were quickly crushed by the military 
power of the government, many of the 
leaders forced into the army and the 
rank and file of the workers driven 
back to their labor. In this Internal 
atruggle the German autocracy seem- 
ingly did not yield a single point to the 
democracy, though some etTect of the 
atrikea may appear In the future. The 
radical leadera in the empire are not 
backing water, any more than are their 
autocratic opponents, and the situation 
there Is still critical. 

As a substitute for the war cabinet 
and munitions directorate bills which 
be so firmly opposes, President Wil- 
son on Wednesday had Introduced in 
the senate by Senator Overman a bill 
designed to do away with bureaucratic 
Inefficiency nnd to give the chief exec- 
utive vast powers. It was drafted for 
Mr. Wilson by the attorney general 
and authorizes the president during 
the war to distribute, co-ordinate, con- 
oolldate and otherwise reorganize any 
and all existing administrative func- 
tions and agencies and create such 
new agencies as he deems necessary 
for the conduct of the war. He Is nlao 
Authorized to transfer appropriations 
from one department,' bureau or com- 
mission to any other agency he may 
designate. 

Those who support the measure say 
It pro|»erly confers on the president, 
as commander In chief of the nation's 
armed forces, whatever power he 
deems necessary to perform hla task 
with efllclency. Other congressniea 
declared the bill actually creates a mlN 
Itary dictatorship. There doesn't seem 
to 1^' much difference between Ibess 
two views. 

fillips, ships and more ships. Is still 
the cry of the United States and the 
entente allies, and all are agreed that 
ultimate victory hangs largely on the 
ability of America to turn out the re- 
quired amount of tonnage to trans|tort 
Its troops and the Immense quantities 
of food and munitions necessary. The 
present lack la not shipyarda and ma- 
terial. but labor. Already the govern- 
ment Is operating great yards on both 
cossts, snd others are being rapidly 
completed, but even those now In op- 
eration are working but one shift of 
men where three should be worked. 
The appeal for laborers In the yards 
la urgent and should meet with ample 
response, not only for patriotic rea- 
sons. but for selfish reasons, too, for 
tbs pay assured Is large. The United 
States now has in all services about 
4.000.000 tons of shipping, sppruzl- 
mately one-fourth of which Is engaged 
in bringing In materials that have been 
considered industrial essentials. The 
goveruineiit Is considering a plan to 
make a &0 |>er rent reduction in Imports 
by elliiilnatlug articles that are not es- 
sential to the winning of the war. This 
would help some, and of course the 
allies can supply a certain amount of 
tonnage, hut there will still be left s 
wide discrepancy between the avalla- 
bls amount of shipping and the amount 
we must have In order that Kecretary 
Baker's promise of half s mllliuo men 
In Europe by spring snd s mlllloB and 


a half more this year may he realized. 

Mr. Raker was sharply challenged In 
regard to that forecast, and admitted 
tlial it might not he exact. On the 
other hand. Rear Admiral Harris of 
the naval bureau of yards nnd docks, 
WHS rather optimistic concerning the 
shipbuilding progre.ss, stating that un- 
der favorable conditions the govern- 
ment would complete this year Its orig- 
inal program of 6,000,000 tons of con^ 
structlon. Chairman Flood of the 
house foreign affairs committee also 
added a cheerful note when he said 
the United States "will furnish more 
men nnd more money for the war In a 
far shorter time than has been the 
fondest hope of our own people or the 
nations with which we are associated." 

Difectly connected with the question 
of ocean transportation la the propo- 
sition of the British government that 
150 battalions of Americans be trained 
In English camps so they can be hur- 
ried to the front In Flanders and to 
the sector held by General Pershing. 
This would serve to relieve tha exist- 
ing congestion at the French porta 
where Americans now are debarked. 
This and similar plans are still under 
discussion. 

Although General Maurice, director 
of military operations, says tha allies 
are still numerically superior on tha 
west front and have no fear of the re- 
sults of the expected German drive 
there. Great Britain and France are 
urging America to get as many man 
aa possible into the fighting lines. 
The German concentration movement 
has been going on steadily and the 
German press oays all la ready to 
strike the blow whenever Hindenburg 
says the word, and that the greateat 
battle of the war Is about to begin. 
Hindenburg himself gave the world a 
laugh the other day when he told a 
group of editors that he would be In 
Paris hy next April 1.

During the week the Germans at- 
tacked the French rather strongly In 
the Aisne and Verdun regions hut 
were utterly repulsed. All along the 
west front the activity of the aerial 
forces reached a high pitch, and the 
artillery fighting was continuous. The 
American expeditionary force, whose 
sector has been reveal^ as lying east 
of St. Mihlel and north of Nancy, was 
subjected to every form of attack the 
enemy could devtae, and atood It nil 
well, replying vigorously and effective- 
ly. There la no lingering doubt as to 
how well and bravely Pershing’s boys 
will fight. The accurate fire of tlieir 
batteries Is eMpecInlly noteworthy. 

There has been little change In the 
situation In Italy, the Invaders having 
lost ground If anything. The Italian 
aviators did excellent work In bombing 
the enemy's rear lines and munition 
stations, while the Boche airmen de- 
voted their efforts mainly, and charac- 
tertBtlcHll.v. to attacks on Venice, Trev- 
iso, Padua and Mestre, where ths 
greatest damage they could do was te 
women and children, hospitals and 
architectural treasures. 

Uncle fiam Is putting the clamps oz 
the enemies within his borders In • 
way that probably will check their ne- 
farious operations. In New York 
Franz von Rintelen and alx of Ida fel- 
low conspirators were found guilty and 
given the maximum sentence. The en- 
forced registration of all enemy alleni 
was begun throughout the country 
The government's detennlnatlon to 
keep out spies and epidemlc-causlnl , 
germs sent by the Germans was ez 
empllfled in the minute ezamlnatloo 
given the passengers and cargo of • 
Dutch Bteamship that arrived at Nee 
York. Of necessity roost of the secret 
senloe work of the government ra- 
mains secret, but Its Increasing affae- 
tlveneas becomes apparent. 

Milder weather and tha earnest ef 
forts of the men who run the railways 
aerved to relieve tbe coal famine to s 
considerable extent, though fuel cond) 
tions are very bad, especially In tbe 
Atlantic coast states. Tbe federal fuel 
administration took over tbe control 
of fuel oil. 

Food Administrator Hoover plaeed 
more stringent restrictions on the as< 
of wheat and meat throughout ih« 
country, and ordered all public eatlni 
houses to observe a two-ounce ratloo 
of wheat nread. Tbe peoide are urged 
to make larger use of potatoes In or- 
der to save wheat, the crap of the tu- 
ber being the biggest the country ever 
had.

Wc must Rive the I’nciflc coast credit 
for much of the Tirility of modern 
borne nrchl lecture in America. Ideas 
•rtRlnally carriiMl out In llRltt summer 
sottaRe construcUttn out West have 
been adnptcti by iirchltcM^ts who have 
sppcializod along this line to the sev- 
eral needs of our Northern and Eastern 
cUnates; and a modifled typo of 
bongulQW has resulted, that Is 100 per 
cent O. K. 

It is really remarkable, what n dif- 
ference there Is between amateur- 
Rlanned huusejs and those designed by 
♦Kperleneetl architects. I do not deny 
that a good many very artistic homes 
have been planned by the owner, or 
snore likely by his wife, but these are 
tare. The great majority show a pa- 
Ihetlc lack of knowledge of the funda- 
mentals of building construction and 
«f the principles of arL 
Not long ago. one of our prominent 
architects made some suggestions for 
the guidance of the owner or building 


work of an anMtect li not a group of 
walla, H la a nailled atmetare with 
nnifnrra design. 

The manner In which he attempts to 
ornament a houso betrays the amateur 
qnleker thni^anythlng else. No orna- 
ment shonNI he put on which does 
not have a meaning. Ornaments are 
mostly sensibly employed when their 
effect is to strengthen the proportion, 
unity or stability. Impressions which 
every w*e1l-deslgnod structure must 
have. For Instance, big pillars, 
though mechanically unnecessary, as- 
sure the onlooker that the weight 
nimve Is supported. 

Cornices and copings of nnlfcrm 
pattern may be used to make all parts 
of the building appear an ports of the 
whole. Wall hands frequently divide 
unproportlonnte walls Into proportion- 
ate sections. Experts occasionally 
enrry out Imitation scbeines, repre- 
■sentatlons, for Instance, of flowing wa- 
fer plants, trees nnd men. But such ^ 
embellishments would look ridiculous 
on nny simple building which our lay- 
man friends might design. In any 
ease, not more than one kffld would bs 
u.sed. Never add an ornament be- 
cause "tlmt place looks bare.” 

Utility is less a matter of art. But 
the architect's experience enables him 
to provide for the maximum of conve- 
nience with a minimum of expense. 
ITo knows how much sunlight can get 
through a window of given size in a 
given position. He knows how to 
place the beating nnd plumbing ap- 
paratuses where they are least apt to 
give trouble nnd will serve best. 

The architect’s familiarity with the 
cost nnd nature of materials, enable 
lilni to tell his client how elaborate a 
structure can he built with a given 
amount of money, nnd how best that 
amount can be expended. The archi- 
tect who starts a client building a 
$15,000 structure with only $10,000 is 
not under ordinary clrcumstanrea 
worthy of his calling. I say "ordi- 
nary times,” because soaring war 
prices have fooled the best of us. 

If, with all the multiplicity of cir- 
cumstances to be taken Into account, 
the layman can on paper lay out a 
building which, when completed, will 
satisfy all the requirements of propor- 
tion, simplicity, unity, utility and econ- 
omy, he certainly does not need the

A now honor has boon conferred 
upon the members of the Boy Scouts 
of America. I’realdent Wilson wrltw: 

"I desire to entrust the Boy Scouts 
of America with n now and Important 
commission, to make them the dis- 
patch bearers In carrying to the homes 
in their eommunitles the pamphlets on 
the war prepared by the committee on 
public infurmntton. 

"The excellent aervlces performed 
by the boy scouts In the past encour- 
ages me to believe that this new task 
will be cheerfully aud faithfully dis- 
charged.” 

The committee on public Infonim- 
tlon Is composed of the secretary of 
war, the secretary of the navy and the 
secretary of state and George Creel, 
chairman. 

As an ofltclal government dispatch 
bearer, every scout will be given a 
credentlAl card nnd detailed Instruc- 
tions. The Boy Scouts of America are 
thus going to have another opportu- 
nity of rendering real patriotic serv- 
ice ns aides under the slogan “Every 
Scout to Boost America" ns a govern- 
ment dispatch bearer. They will help 
to spread the facts about America and 
America’s war. They are to light lies 
with truths. 

8COUT8 NEED NOT BE CADETS. 

By agreement between the military 
training commission of the state of 
New York and the Boy Scouts of 
America, a scouting unit has been or- 
ganized under the state military train- 
ing act. Other states may do this 
also. 

The purpose of the law Is to provide 
military training for periods aggre- 
gating not more than three hours a 
week between the 1st of September 
and the 15th of June for boys between 
sixteen and eighteen. Inclusive. 

Recognizing the military nnd civic 
value of training in scouting and pa* 
trollng, the military training commis- 
sion has deemed It advisable to estab- 
lish a scouting unit, ranking with the 
industrial, farm and military training 
units. 

This unit Is composed of duly reg- 
istered members of the troops of the 
Boy Scouts of America who are be* 
tween sixteen and eighteen. Inclusive. 

Boys enrolled as members of the 
scouting unit are not required to at* 
tend the drills of the military training 
unit or battalion, but will march In 
asaemblles with the scouting unit 

•epUT TRAINING SAVES LIFE.

Scout Troop No. 1 of Everett, Wash., 
showed the value of his boy scout 
training when he assisted In rescuing 
another boy from drowning near the 
Clark-Nlckerson mill. 

Percy bad been Instructed In the 
methods of rescuing drowning persons 
by Scoutmaster Clifford, and when the 
boy fell off the boom be dived In 
after him. 

The drowning boy got a strangle 
hold on Percy’s neck, but Percy re- 
leased himself. Had Percy not bad 
the training that caused him to get 
away from the grip of the other bby, 
he would probably have been unable 
to keep afioat until help came sod 
would have drowned also.

In a curious old pamphlet Just at 
hand, with an address by Dr. Ebones- 
er Alden before the Norfolk District 
Medical Society in 1S63. I am much 
lntcro»ted in the list of WoTnoulh 
physicians Riven by Dr. Alden. At 
that date he speaks of Dr. Nonh Fi- 
fleld as in active practice. 

No one has time or inclination in 
these anxious times to give much 
attention to historical matters, yet 


it seems to m« that possibly thtere 
may be some further record or writ- 
ings of these Weymouth men which 
may be secured and preserved in 
the Library. 

The Library now has a good col- 
lection representing the work of the 
early ministers, and also, most for- 
tunately. some very valuable papers 
of Dr. Cotton Tufts, but as regards 
the other phy^slcians 1 think there 
is bat little. Now that everyone is 
going through attics and closets for 
war relief material perhaps it will 


not be asking too much to beg for a 
sharp eye for old pamphlets or other 
data, which will help to fill in the 
meagre and scanty outlines of these 
early doctor.?, at least to know 
where they are buried. 

hr. Alden’s list begins with Rev. 
Thomas Thacher. who held the doub- 
le position of minister and doctor 
in We>'mouth.

Impossible to Purchaee, House- 
keepers Are Confronted With 
Hard Problem. 

Stores used to be well supplied with 
new household devices to tempt the 
housewife. Now It is becoming Impos- 
sible to purchase some of the simplest 
nrtlclcs boenuse they are no longer ' 
luunufacturcd, or cannot be transport- 1 
ed. Thu housekeeper Is conrronted 
with the unusual value of little tilings 
— with the necessity of making house- 
hold utensils lust, ot repairing them 
or of making what she has on hand 
answer. It Is n part of war's lesson 
of thrift. Are you leurulng from It? 
Here are some aids: 

Handles, screws, and fastenings of 
knives, forks, egg beaters, etc., left In 
hot water, become loose. 

Metal utensils rust when put away 
wet. 

Brooms and brushes used contlau- 
ally on one aide wear to a point. 

Brooms should not be allowed to 
stand on the fioor until their weight 
bends or breaks tbe straw. 

*Qlasses often are broken when the 
bottom Instead of the side first touches 
tbe hot dishwater. 

China is dulled by washing it with 
too strong soap suds. 

China Is broken in the refrigerator 
by placing heavier diabes on it. 

Liquids are spilled on rugs or polished 
surfaces because the container was too 
full. 

Contents of saucepans boll over on 
the stove or in the oven because al- 
lowance was not made for the expan- 
sion of liquids when heated. 

Burned food will dug burners of gas 
and oil stoves and lessen eilldency. 

Many rugs are torn because tbey 
were held firmly by the edge during 
severe shaking. 

Tbe glazing of porcelain and enam- 
eled sinks, tubs, and wash bowls is 
scratched and broken by cleaning with 
too coarse cleaning materials.

Since whatever meat brought from 
home la usually in the form of sand- 
wiches, tbe problem of the meatlean 
lunch is not bard, for so many good 
sandwich fillings other than meat are 
easy to secure. Here are a few sug- 
gcstloDS for sandwich fillings: Chop- 
ped hard-boiled egg mixed with salad 
dressing; peanut butter; cottage or 
cream cheese ; chopped dates and nuts. 
All are good and tee cbildreu will like | 
them as well as meat. j 

" For tee wheatless day the sand- | 
wiches are more of a problem, bnt | 
toasted corn inulfins, rye bread, oat- | 
meal bread, or oatmeal or corn wafers 
can take tee place of the bread made 
of wheat only. Tbe fillings can be 
anything usually used. 

A sweet such as chopped fruits and 
nuts pressed and cut In cubes or slices, 
a piece of chocolate, or oatmeal cook- 
ies, will find favor with the children 
In place of the cooky or cake made 
from wheat flour. 

Sandwiches, fruit, and a sweet make 
a good lunch, especially If supplement- 
ed by a cupful of hot cocoa or soup 
made at school and containing some 
milk. Or the lunch brought from home 
may be even simpler — plain bread and 
an apple or other fruit are enough If > 
the hot dish prepared at school Is a 
hearty one. |

MEANING OF NAME DECEMBER 

, Twelfth Month's Title Derived From 
I Latin Word “Oecem,” When There 
Were Only Ten Periods. 

The name of December is no longer 
appropriate, for it is derived from ”de- 
eem,” the Latin word lueuiilng "ten,” 
deciui-es u writer. The mime was first 
applied by the Itomuns when the year 
was divided into leu months, with the 
addition of supplementary days to 
eoiiqilete the period required for a 
revolution of the earth around the 
sun. 

When the calendar of Itomulus was 
amended iu 713 U. C. by Nuiiiu Pom- 
jiilius uud the year was divided into 
twelve months December became the 
twelfth mouth, hut retained Its original 
uuiiie. The Emperor C’uiuiiiodus, who 
reigned in the second century, attempt- 
ed to change the name ot' December to 
Amuzonius, in honor of u fair favorite 
of that name, whom be hud painted to 
resemble un Auiuzon. This innovation 
was not popular, und when Commudius 
died from laiisou administered by an- 
other feminine favorite the uume of 
Amozonius died with him. 

The uueieut Saxons culled the last 
month Wluter-mouut, which was after- 
ward changed to Hellig-Monut, or holy 
muntlt, when they were converted to 
Christianity. The modern Geriuuns 
again changed the uume to Christ- 
mouut, because the mouth contains the 
anniversary of the birth of Chiisl.

A man, 
near hera bonght a aaetlon of land In 
the year 1015 for |5I per acre. Be 
broke 800 ecrea of the land during the 
anmmer of 1915. In the fsM of IMS 
he threehed 15,000 buahela of wfiaat, 
which paid for hla land, all expenaea 
and bod a balance of 94,000. In the 
fall of 1917 he threehed nearly na 
much off the other half of the aecUon. 
At the present time he Would not taka 
950 per acre for hla land. 

"We have bad Ove cropa In Alberta. 
The two dry yenra (1014-1017) onr 
wheat mode 20 and 80 bushola to the 
acre respectively. In 1916 we raised 
50 bushela of wheat to the acre on 
■nmmer fallow. The beet raanlta ere 
obtained by plowing or breaking In 
the summer, working It down In the 
fall so thot It will retain the moisture. 
Thus forming one-half yonr ground 
each year. 

“Persons owning land here and attll 
living In the States eltould. If they 
don’t feel themselves able to eoroe up 
here and Onance themselTea until they 
could get their Arst crop, get some of 
their land broken and worked down 
In the fall before they come. The 
next spring they could coma and put 
In the crop, fence and put up their 
buildings. This way they have to 
wait only one aummar for their Arat 
crop. 

"It Is not advisable for a peraon to 
come here in the spring, break ont 
land and put It In crop tlie Arat year, 
because the moisture la not In the 
ground and a foilnre is almost cer- 
tain unless It la an exaeptloDaUy wet 
year. 

“One of the boys from that locality, 
Mr. Peder M. Jensen come to Alberta 
last spring. He bonght a 80-00 Rnm- 
oly Oll-Pnll engine on the dth day of 
June, 1017. After that date he broke 
1,100 nerea of prairie sod for which 
he received an average of 99-00 per 
acre. 

“Mr. Haooeo from your community, 
waa up here hiat fell with aeveral 
prospective lend buyers from that 
neighborhood. At that time be in- 
quired the TBlne of the erop on the 
aectlon we ware farming. We told 
him that It' '^vonld probably meko In 
the neighborhood of 912,000. This 
enmo erop whan sold brought nearly 
919,000. Tha most of Ik batog sold 
when prices were low for the year."—

Solemn Promises Made to Bel- 
gians Proved to Be Worse 
Than Worthless. 

ALL APPEALS WERE FLOUTED 


Pathctle and DIonifled Supplications of 

Municipal Qovsrnmcnts Answered 
by Rebuke and Heavy Fina 
Imposed by General Hopfer. 

Orrr the. earnest protest of Cardi- 
nal Mercier, heroic head of the 
church in Belgium, the terrible 
plans of the kaiser’s high officers 
concerning the deportation of the 
people were carried out. The sol- 
emnly pledged word of the German 
governor general of Belgium count- 
ed as nothing in the malignant hate 
shown by the kaiser’s creatures. 

Cardinal Mercler attpiupled to per- 
suade the Gerinan authorities to uhuii- 
(loD their terrible plans for the seizure 
of Belgians to assist In the prosecu- 
tion of the war, reuilnding them of 
their solemn promises In the past: 

“Mallnes, 19th October, 1916. 
"Mr. Governor General : 

"The day after the surrender of Ant- 
werp the frightened population asked 
Itself what would become of the Bel- 
gians of age to bear arms or who would 
reach that age before the end of the 
o<'cupatlon. The entreaties of the fa- 
thers and mothers of families deter- 
mined me to question the governor of 
Antwerp, Baron von Huene, who had 
the kindness to reassure me and to 
authorize me In his name to reassure 
the agonized parents. The rumor hud 
spread nt Antwerp, nevertheless, that 
at Liege, Namur, and Charleroi young 
men had been seized and taken by 
force to Germany. 1 therefore beg- 
ged Governor von Huene to be good 
enough to confirm to me In writing the 
guarantee which he had given to me 
orally, to the effect that nothing sim- 
ilar would happen at Antwerp. He 
said to me Immediately that the ru- 
mors concerning deportations were 
without basis, and unhesitatingly he 
sent me In writing, among other state- 
ments, the following: ‘Young men have 
no reason to fear that they will be ta- 
ken to Germany, either to he there en- 
r«»lled In the army or employed for 
.•ed labor.’ 

This declaration, written and sign- 
was publicly transmitted to the 
eiergy and to those of the faith of 
the province of Antwerp, as your excel- 
lency cun see from the document en- 
closed herewith, dated October IGth, 
1914, which was read In all the church- 
es. 

Solemn German Promisee Broken. 

"Upon the arrival of your predeces- 
sor, the lute Baron von der Goltz, at 
Brussels I had the honor of presenting 
myself at his house and n^iuested him 
to be good enough to ratify for the en- 
tire country, without time limit, the 
guarantees which General von Hueno 
had given me for the province of Ant- 
werp. The governor general retained 
this request in his possession In order 
to examine It at his leisure. The fol- 
lowing day he was good enough to 
citme in person to Malines to bring me 
his approval, and confirmed to me, in 
the presence of two aides-de-camp and 
of my private secretary, the promise 
that the liberty of Belgian citizens 
would be resjiected. 

"To doubt the authority of such un- 
dertakings would have been to reflect 
u|M>n the persons who hud made them, 
and I therefore took steps to allay, by 
all the means of persuasion In my 
power, the anxieties which persisted in 
the interested families. 

"Notwithstanding all this, your gov- 
ernment now tears from their homes 
workmen reduced in spite of their ef- 
forts to u state of unemployment, sep^ 
unites them by force from their wives 
and children and deports them to en- 
emy territory. Numerous workmen 
have already undergone this unhappy 
lot ; more numerous are those who are 
threatened with the same^ acts of vio- 
lence. 

Msrcitr's Moving Appeal. 

“In the name of the liberty of domi- 
cile and the liberty of work of Belgian 
citizens; In the name of the Inviola- 
bility of families; In the name of mor- 
al Interests which the measures of de- 
imrtatlon would gravely compromise; 
in the name of the word given by the 
governor of the Province of Antwerp 
and by the governor general, the im- 
ineiliate representative of the highest 
authority of the German empire, I re- 
s|>ectfully beg your excellency to be 
good enough to withdraw the measures 
of forctnj labor and of de|Mirtutlon un- 
uouuct-d to the Btdgiun workmen, and 
to l>e gtSMi enough to reinstate in their 
homes tiiose who have already been 
de|a»rted. 

"Your excellency will appreciate how 
palnfui for me would be the weight of 
the res{M>usiblllty that 1 would have 
to bear as regards these fanulies, if 
the confidence which they liave given 
.V4iU through my agency and at my re- 
quest were luiuentably deivived. 

"1 liersist in believing that this will 
not he the (‘use. 

“Accept. Mr. Governor General, the 
assurance of my very high cousidera- 
Uoo. 

“H, CAHDINAL MElU’ililt, 
“Arch, of Mullues." 

Muulciiail goveriiiuents in Belgium 
appealed to ihe^Geruieu authorities to 

atmefvtt Umox pruuuaea. TBs two doc- 


amenta which follow illnstmto Belgian 
appeals and German answers. 

"In the matters of the requisition 
made hy the German authorities on Oc- 
tober 21). 1016 (requisition of a list of 
workmen to be drawn up by the mu- 
nicipality) . . , 

“The municipal council resolves to 
maintain Its attitude of refusal. 

"It further feels It its duty to place 
on record the following: 

“The city of Tournal is prepared to 
submit unreservedly to all the exigen- 
cies authortiod by the laws and cus- 
toms of war. Its sincerity cannot be 
questioned. For more than two years 
It has submitted to the German occu- 
pation, during which time It has lodged 
and lived at close quarters with the 
German troops, yet it has displayed 
perfect composure and has refrained 
from any act of hostility, proving 
thereby that It Is animated by no idle 
spirit of bravado. 

“In his declaration dated September 

2, 1914, the German governor general 
of Belgium declared : ‘I ask none to 
renounce his patriotic sentiments.’ 

“The city of Tournai reposes con- 
fidence In this decnration, which it Is 
bound to consider as the sentiment of 
the German emperor, in whose name 
the governor general was speaking. In 
accepting the Inspiration of honor and 
patriotism, the city Is loyal to n funda- 
mental duty, the loftiness of which 
must be apparent to any German ofll- 
cer. 

“The city Is confident that the 
stralghtfnrw’ardness and clearness of 
this attitude will prevent any misun- 
derstanding arising between itself and 
the German army." 

Answer Is Lecture and Fine. 

“Tournal. ‘23rd October, 1910. 

"In permitting itself, through the 
medium of municipal resolutions, to 
oppose the orders of the German mili- 
tary authorities in the occupied ter- 
ritory, the city is guilty of an unexam- 
pled arrogance and of a complete mis- 
understanding of the situation created 
by the state of war. 

“The ‘clear and simple situation’ Is 
in reality the following: 

“The military authorities order tne 
city to obey. Otherwise the city must 
hear the heavy consequences, as I have 
pointed out in my previous explana- 
tions. 

“The general commanding the army 
has inflicted on the city — on account 
of Its refusal, up to date, to furnish 
the lists demanded — a punitive con- 
tribution of 200,(M)0 marks, which must 
be paid within the next six days, be- 
ginning with today. The general also 
adds that until such time as all the 
lists demanded are in his hands, for 
every day in arrears, beginning with 
December 31, 1910, a sum of 20,009 
marks will be paid by the city. 

“HOFFKK, Major General, 
“Etappen-Kommandant." 

The Commission Syndicale of Bel- 
gian workingmen al.so attempted to in- 
duce the German authorities to aban- 
don their terrible plans. 

Recited Wrongs of Workmen. 

“Commission Syndicale of Belgium. 

“Brussels, 30th Oct, 1910. 
[To the Governor General of Belgium.] 

“Excellency: The measures which 
are being planned by your adminis- 
tration to force the unemployed to 
work for the invading power, the de- 
portation of our unhappy comrades 
which has begun in the region of the 
etapes, move nsost profoundly the en- 
tire woricing class in Belgium. 

“The undersigned, members and rep- 
resentatives of the great central so- 
cialist and Independent syndicales of 
Belgium, would consider that they bud 
not fulfilled their duty did they not ex- 
press to you the painful sentiment 
which agitate the laborers and convey 
to you the echo of their touching com- 
plaints. 

“They have seen the machim'ry 
taken from their factories, the most 
diverse kind of raw materials r(>quisi- 
tioned, the accumulation of obstacles 
to prevent the resumption of r(>gulur 
work, the disappearance one by one of 
every public liberty of which they were 
proud. 

“For more than two years the la- 
boring class more than any other has 
been forced to undergo the most bit- 
ter trials, experiencing misery and 
often hunger, while Its children far 
away fight and die, and the parents 
of these children can never convey To 
them the affection with which Jhelr 
hearts are overflowing. 

Pathetic Appeal Oieregarded. 

“Our laboring class has endured 
everything with the utmost culm and 
the most impressive dignity, repressing 
Its sufferings, its com|ilulnis and heavy 
trials, sacrificing everything to its 
ideal of liberty and independence. But 
the measures which have been an- 
nounced will make the population drain 
the dregs (of the cu|() of human sor- 
row; the proletariat, the poor upon 
whom unemployment has been forced, 
citizens of a modern state, are to be 
condemned to forced labor without 
liuving disobeyed any regulation or 
' order. 

“In the name of the fam1li(‘s of 
* workmen among which the most pain- 
ful anxiety reigns at present, wliose

President Wilson More Hopeful of 
Austrian Peace Than Is 
Lloyd George. 

AGAIN SnS FORTH DEMANDS 


liolshavikl Perplex the Qermans by 
Abandoning the War Without Sign- 
ing Treaty — Ukraine Makes Sepa- 
rate Peace — All Ready for West 
Front Offeneive.

President Wilson believes Count 
f'zcrnln meant what he seemed to say 
In his recent speech on peace, and 
still hopes Austria-Hungary may be 
separated from Germany and that the 
war may Se brought to an end with- 
out a great deal more of Bghting. 

Premier Lloyd-Qeorge believes that 
In its real aubstance the Csernin ad- 
4lres8 was as uncompromising as that 
•of Chancellor von Hertling and that 
the allied war council at Versailles 
was right when It declared peace must 
tie won by force of arms. 

la his address to congress on Mon- 
<lay Mr. Wilson enunciated the four 
cardinal principles to which he said 
the enemy must agree before general 
peace poarparlers can be begun. Brief* 
1 y, these are: 

Bach part of the final settlement 
must be based on essential Justice to 
Insure permanent peace. 

No peoples shall be bartered for the 
icain of any sovereignty or to retain 
the now discredited "balance of pow- 
•r." 

Territorial settlements must be for 
the benefit of the people and not of 
neighboring states. 

All well defined national aspirations 
must be satisfied. 

Until a peace based upon these prin- 
ciples Is secured, the president assert- 
ed, America has no choice but to go 
cn, and will continue its mobilisation 
of its resources until the whole 
strength of the nation has been put In- 
to this war of emandpatlon. He de- 
iiou-oed the stand of the Imperial 
4 'hancellor, but seemed to Invite Count 
t'sernln to lead Austria away from Its 
autocratic ally. 

Though hailed ns a sign of weaken- 
Ing by most of the Teutonic press, the 
president's speech Is not so regarded 
fiy his fellow coantrymen. Many of 
them may believe he Is overoptlmistlc 
concerning Austria, as does Lloyd- 
Oeorge, ^ut they accept at Its face 
value his statement of the nation's de- 
termination not to stop fighting until 
the reaults he demands have been 
achieved. They feel no harm can re- 
sult from leaving open the door to pos- 
sible negotiations with any one of the 
4 'entral powers, provided there Is no 
letup In our war preparations b'u'suse 
of the hare chance that they may not 
tie needed. 

I'reniier Llo.vd-George's stand In sup- 
Vortlng the Versaillee council and 
tnalntaliilng secrecy concerning the 
plans decided on by It was Indorsed 
4 >y parliament, which gave him a vote 
of confidence by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

The German press warns Mr. Wilson 
again that his efforts to separate Ger- 
(iiany and Austria-Hungary will be fu- 
tile and calls his references to Amerl- 
<-an mobilization mere bluff. 

The kaiser. It may be notefj, also de- 
livered a speech. In which he said any 
lieat'e must be preceded by an admls- 
•lon of German victory. 

The outalde world Is not permitted 
0 o know much of what Is going on In 
Austria, but such Information as does 
escape the censor really Indicates that 
I'reeldent Wilson may not be far 
astray In bis bopeo. It Is said Austria 
shows Increasing rcluctancs to sending 
her troops to fight against the British 
and Americans In France. The Ber- 
liner Tageblatt admits that the Inter- 
nal situation In Austria Is aeiious and 
that government "is no longer possible, 
since the Caechs. Jugo-Slavs and Poles 
form an Important laejorlty, against 


which the German parties are power- 
less." 

According to an American correspon- 
dent In r'rnnce, the pence prngrnin of 
Ilindenhurg. Ludendorff and the crown 
prince, forced on Von Kuehininnn and 
the emperor, includes the extending of 
the Fust rrussinn frontier, making nn 
nutoiiomuus protectorate of the Baltic 
provinces, dismembering Relgiuiu and 
annexing or otherwise controlling the 
Briey-Longwy Indastrlnl region of 
northern France. The question of 
Poland apparently Is left to Austria. 

Meanwhile Trolzky and his bolshe- 
vik comrades have handed Gennnny n 
hard nut to crack. Flatly refusing to 
sign a peace treaty, they declared the 
war with the central powers, so far as 
Russia is concerned, has ended. They 
decline to fight longer against the 
workers and peasants of Germany and 
Austria. Simultaneously, the complete 
demobilization of the Uussiau nriiiles 
was ordered, although it was reported 
that this order was Immediately coun- 
termanded and that the reorganization 
of the Red guard was begun. At first 
the people of Gennnny and Austria 
hailed this great "victory" with extrav- 
agant Joy, hut in a few hours they and 
their governments begun to wonder 
what It would avail them. They cannot 
obtain treaty recognition for their In- 
tended annexations on the east front, 
and they are far from sure that It will 
be safe to move to the west all or near- 
ly all their troops. As the bolshevik 
leaders long ago admitted, the Teutons 
can easily push a long way Into Rus- 
ala. but what ultimate good will that 
do them? . 

The bolshevikl always have main- 
tained that they are operating, not for 
the benefit of Russia or any other na- 
tion, but for the workers and peasants 
of all nations, and they are persistently 
continuing the spreading of their prop- 
aganda all over the world. Whatever 
may be the real motives of Lenlne, 
Trotsky et ul, they appear to have the 
Prussian autocrats up In the air Just 

BOW. 

Ukraine, one of the Independent gov- 
ernments Into which Russia has split, 
has presented a complication that way 
be more serious for tbs allied cause 
than the quitting of the bolshevikl. It 
has signed a separate peace treaty with 
the central powers which opens to them 
the possibility of obtaining immense 
stores of food from that rich grain 
country. However, as pointed out In 
these columna some time ago, the trans- 
portation system of that part of Rus- 
sia Is so utterly Inadequate that sup- 
plies can be got out only extremely 
slowly, and besides, the crops have 
been sadly neglected ever since the war 
began. The treaty gave Ukraine quite 
a slice of Poland, which aroused the 
Poles to bitter opposition. 

Germany during tha week attempted 
to put the screws on Rouiuanla, de- 
manding that It accept peace terms 
within 24 hours or suffer the conse- 
quences. But the Roumanians defied 
the kaiser, declaring they atlll had un- 
shaken confidence in their alllea and 
would continue to fight to the finish. 
Their armies now occupy all of Bessa- 
rabia. where they have reiieatedly de- 
feated the bolshevikl troops. It la be- 
lieved they were nerved to take this 
determined stand by prospects of an 
allied offensive In the Balkans which 
they might aid by attacking the Bul- 
gaiiauv and Austrians from the north. 
There are tucreaslug evidences that 
such a drive, to cut off Turkey and re- 
duce Bulgaria, Is contemplated. A new 
Roumanian cabluet la headed by Gen- 
eral Avarescu. 

In southern Finland, where the Red 
guards are etlll holding out against the 
government, borrihls conditions pre- 
vail. Murders and all other crimes are 
committed openly and the bolshevikl 
are ruuatng amuck. Sweden still fears 
to violate neutrality sud send help to 
the government. Kaceut reports from 
Stoi'kholm said certain Red guard lead-

For we hear that 
many soldiers are sutTerliiK from 
“treneh feet." Directions for knit- 
ting sox lire given here, and In almost 
every eommunlty there Is someone who 
will Instruct learners In knitting meth- 
ods. 

Medium Sited Sock. 

Four Red Cross needles No. 1, 1V6 
hanks of yarn (% lb.). 

Set up 00 sUtches, 20 on each of 
three needles. Knit 2 plain and 2 
purl for 35 rows (4% Inches). .lOth 
row knit 4 plain stitches, knit 2 to- 
gether; repeat this until the round Is 
completed. There are now 50 stitches 
on the needles. Knit 50 rows plain 
until leg measures 11 Inches. -(0^ 
Inches of plain knitting.) Take half 
the number of stitches (25) on first 
needle for the heel (leaving 12 and 13 
stitches on second and third needles 
for the Instep), and on the 25 stitches 
knit 1 row, purl 1 row alternately for 
28 times (or 3 Inches), always slip- 
ping the first stitch. Begin to turn 
heel on the wrong side, slip 1, purl 13, 
purl 2 together, purl 1. 

Turn work over, slip 1, knit 4, slip 
1, knit 1, and pass It over slipped 
stitch, knit 1. Turn, slip 1, purl 5, 
purl 2 together, purl 1.

Knit plain 
for 4% Inches. 1st needle (e) knit 

10 stitches — knit 2 together, knit 1. 2nd 
needle (f) knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, pass 
slipped stitch over, knit 19 stitches. 
Knit 2 together, knit 1, 3d needle (g) 
knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, pass .slipped 
stitch over, knit 9 stitches, knit 2 
rows plain (h). 

Repeat e, f, g and h 5 times, then 
narrow every other row until .vou have 
5 stitches on your 1st needle, 9 stitches 
on your 2d needle and 4 stitches 
on your 3d needle. Knit the 5 
stitches on your 1st needle on to your 
3d. Your work is now all on 2 
needles opposite each other. Break 
off yarn leaving 12-inch end. Thread 
Into worsted needle and proceed to 
weave the front and back together ns 
follows : 

Pass worsted needle through 1st

BEANS OF VARIOUS KINDS. 

The soy henn has, up to a recent 
time, been grown In America only for 
the purpose-^ of stock 
food, hut the 4 K!arclty of 
other henn's‘'hM brojiitht 
out the value Of the bean 
ns a food for me human 
family, 

The soy bean contains 
nearly twice as much 
protein ns meat and 
may he used ns a substitute tor it, as 
w’cll ns for other beans. 

They are unlike the navy bean ns to 
starchy content, containing very little 
which makes them a valuable food for 
diabetics. The starch may be stippHed 
by flour or cornstarch, making thetp 
more nearly like the ordinary navy 
btmn. 

Soy beans are of several colors, 
black, green, brown or yellow. They 
are good cooked In many wltys, but 
must he soaked twelve hours before 
cooking, then simmer until tender. 
When baking them the addition of a 
little flour to supply the starch makes 
them more palatable. 

Baked Soy Beans,--Take one and 
one-half cupfuls of yellow aoy beans, 
soak twelve hours, then put Into a 
baking dish with a small onion, a piece 
of pork weighing a fourth of a pound, 
a fourth of n teaspoohful of mustard 
nnd two tnblespoonfnla of molasses. 
Cover with cold water mixed with two 
tahlespoonfuls of flour, put on the lid 
of the bean pot and place la the oven 
to bake all day. Add more water If 
needed. A half a cupful of nuvy beans 
may be used with the soy beans ; If ao, 
omit the flour. 

Cream Soy Bean Soup.(»TBke a cup- 
ful of green soy beans, soak twelve 
hours, then cook in water four hours, 
or until tender. Rub through a sieve. 
Brown a chopped onion In a HtMe but- 
ter, add two tablespooDfula m flour 
mixed with two tahlespoonfuls of but- 
ter, to the bean pulp ; add a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a dash of cayenne nnd an 
eighth of a tenspoonful of pepper, with 
a quart of milk.-. Let alinmer for ten 
minutes, * stirring occasionally, and 
aerve.

A Salt Cod Dinner. — Take a third 
of n pound of salt codfish, cut in 
pieces two inches square and one-half 
Inch tldck, and then scald in three 
waters. Boll two large beets until 
tender, cook four nicdluin-slzcd pota- 
toes until mealy and dry, and dice 

two slices of salt pork and fry until 

tlie little cubes are brown witli plenty 
of drippings. Have everything ready 
at the same instant. Tiie true salt 
cod devotee will first mush the iMduto 
with a fork, then shred the fish and 
mix it with the potato; over this a 
slice or two of hot beet. Dice tlie beet 
and mix with the other two, then add 
pork dice and drippings and cover 
with a generous spunnfiil of thin 
cream sauce. This is most truly a 
dish In which the “proof of the pud- 
ding is in tlie i>uting.” This rc<ipe 
may he doulded or Increased to fit the 
size of the family served. 

Orange Baiad. — An orange salad is 
refreshing nnd not expensive for a 
winter salad. I'eel and let the or- 
anges stand awhile to dry, when the 
wlilte part may he easily peeled off, 
nnd then they may he sliced. Grate a 
little of tlie rind, If liked, to add to 
tlie dressing. Reason with salt and 
|a‘P|a‘r with a little fresli tarragon 
finely minced, a tow slirtMlded chives 
or finely cliopped onion. S<iuee7.e the 
Julee of an orange over the suhtd or 
serve witli French dressing.

We have such a variety of good 
things wiilch may he safely stored for 

winter use If conditions 

nre right that monolotiy 
should newr be feared. 
Pens, beans nnd lentils 
becntise tliey nre dried 
are easily oared for. 
Lentils contnin n grent 
(h'nl of nutriment nnd 
shntild be more widely 
known nnd used. Tnuit ns pens, soak 
over night ami make purees or ndd 
them to various other dishes ns rice, 
or, spri’iid over cnhbnge leaves nnd 
rolled, then cooked, they nmke ii dish 
unusuni and very good. If cookiui In 
broth they will take little extra sea- 
soning to nmke the dish piilutahle. 

Oyster plant, or salsify Is another 
much slighted, good nnd wholesome 
vegetable. Scrape the roots, cut them 
in siniill bits and boll in salted water. 
Serve In n white sauce ns a vegetable 
or serve on pieces of buttered toast 
as a breakfast or luncheon dish. They 
also make most delicious soup or a 
chowder when used with codfish, a lit- 
tle pork afid potatoes. 

Eaealloped Turnipa. — Boll the tur- 
nips in large pieces until tender, then 
cut in cubes or if one likes them ex- 
tra attractive, use a potato scoop. 
Make a white sauce using n table- 
spoonful each of butter and flour with 
a pint of rich milk. Put a layer of 
the turnip, then a layer of the sauce 
well seasoned with salt nnd pepper, 
repent until the turnips nre nil used. 
Sprinkle witli buttered crumbs nud 
place In n hot oven long enough to 
brown the crumbs. Turnip balls may 
be added to potato salad, the potatoes 
also cut into bails. These may lie 
combined In n crenmed potato adding 
u little onion Juice for flavor. 

Onion and Potato Puffs. — Chop flue 
several cold, boiled onions, mix with 
mashed potato nnd bind with a Iwnten 
egg. Roll Into flat balls, season W’oll 
nmi fry a light brown In bacon fat. 
The potato cakes may be made add- 
ing a spoonful of onion on top of 
each and folding, then fry. Garnish 
with parsley.

— Brown n half 
cupful of sweet fat with four pigeons, 
browning llieni all over, then rtniove 
them from the saucepan and replace 
with one-lmlf u pound of salt pork 
cat Into dice iind one dozen wlilte 
onions. When browned, remove most 
of Hie flit and mid a tublespoonful of 
iloiir, stirring until well browned. Add 
a cnpfiil of bouillon, stir until smooth, 
then add the pigwns with the n'st of 
the fat, salt, pepper, ii sprig of 
parsley and a hnyleaf. Cover and cook 
one hour. Then ndd tlie browned 
onions, a few niushruoms, nml cook 
thirty minutes longer. Serve with the 
gravy poured iiroiiml the pigeons. 

Pigeons With Green Peas. — Brown 
four pigeons In a liiilf u cupful of 
sweet fat, add one-half cupful of soup 
stock, siil.,.pepi)er and small bunch of 
parsley and four green onions. Cover 
and cook for an hour and a half, then 
add a (liiit of shelled peas and rook 
thirty minutes longer. Cook until the 
peas are tender If it takes longer. 

Potted Rabbit— Cut the rabbit into 
five pieces after It has been carefully 
cleamHi. Remove the saddle, make 
two pieces of the hind quarters and 
two of the fore quarters. Fry a quar- 
ter of a pound of bacon until the fat 
Is well tried out. I'ut the rabbit in, 
turn it until brown, then dust with 
salt and lapper; cover with another 
pan ami bake in a quick oven fur an 
hour. 

Roaated Rabbit — I-ard the hind quar- 
ters with |s>rk ami leave In deep dish 
covered with .salt, |M*pper, bay leaf, 
thyme, sliced onion and doves with a 
I cupful each of water and vinegar,

THE END. 

DRIVING RIVETS SLOW WORK 

Net Only That, but Enormous Number 
of Them Are Needed in a 
Steel Ship. 

The largest single Item In the labor 
of fabricating a steel ship Is In the 
riveting of her hull; therefore the 
driving of rivets Is taken ns a standard 
of alie and of progress by most of tho 
shipbnilders. To build a 10.000 ton 
ship a week means the driving of 
about 650,000 rivets In that time. The 
Union shipyards of San Francisco, ns 
nt present equipped and freed from in- 
«?an drive about 800,000 I 
rivets, nithongh in a record week It 
drove 411,000 rivets; the four next 
largest yards In America — nt Fore Riv- 
er, Mass., at Newport News, Vn., at 
Camden, nnd at Philadelphia upon the 
Delnw:ire— can drive 200,000 to 275,000 
rivets a week each. A half dozen 
smaller steel shipyards will drive from 
50,000 to 150,000 each seven days. 

Riveting, despite all the Inventlona 
devised to speed it up, remains hand 
work and slow work. A riveting gong 
consists of two men nnd two boys — 
the riveter, his “holder-on,” the passer 
boy nnd the heater boy. The gang 
drives from 800 to 375 rivets In tlie 
course of a ten-hour day and is tired 
at the end of It. But when yon know 
that it takes four men all of a working 
day to drive an average of a little less 
than 850 rivets, you can begin to see 
the full size of the labor problem of 
driving nt least 650,000 rivets n week 
necessary to turn out a 10.000-ton 
ship at the end of that length of time. 
In other words, yon need 1,200 men for 
the riveting gangs alone. 

Look at the matter from another an- 
gle, writes Edward Hungerford In Har- 
per’s., Ten ships a week — the tremen- 
dous program for 1918 to whleli we 
stand committed — means 6, .500, 000 riv- 
ets a week. And the rivet capacity of 
our five greatest yords — with ii total 
working force of 50,000 men nt the end 
of 1017 — was but 1,3.50,000 rivets a 
week. And riveting represents only 
about 20 per ceut In tbe construction 
of a ship.

Intelligent direc- 
tion Is all-important Force, to be of 
value, must be applli-d ut the proper 
place. Effort, to be productive of re- 
ward, must be directed by superior in- 
telligence.

FOOTBALLS SENT TO FRANCE 

More Than 1,000 Balls, Purchaaed by 
Harvard Graduates, Sent to ' 
American Soldiers. 

Fred W. Moore, Harvard university’s 
graduate treasurer, has sent more than 
1,000 footballs to American soldiers In 
France. They were purchased with 
funds supplied by Harvard graduates, 
and were sent to France through the 
Red Cross.

Warner Hot Springs, Calif,. 

December, 1916. 
Have extendorl my slay at this 
tnounfain resort from June until tlie 
last of December, Little of general 
interest has tran-pired, but I 'have 
enjoyed every day. 

One afternoon early in November 
enjoyed a splendid auto ride to Los 
Angelos. Leaving Warner Springs 
our course lay through Oak Grove, 
Aquangia, Temecula, Elsimore. Perris, 
Riverside, Ontario and Pomona, a I 
little over 140 mileis. I 

Sloped one night and the next i 
day located several of those who 
were, on the trip with me from New 
York via Panama Canal. One fel- 
low took me for an auto ride to 
Pasadena, aud once more saw the 
lJuscli gardens. A 'so saw Miss Cor- 
inne Hayward, formerly of Quincy, 
and enjoyed a short call. j 

Stopped in the evenifig at the sanioj 
home as during my last stay in Los ' 
Angeles. Politics was the chief dls- i 
cuBsion. A strange feature, and 1 1 
have noticed It elsewhere in Southern 
California, the homes are divided 
over the Presidential election. The 
women are voting for iVilsop,, and 
the men for Hughes. (Tli!i3 comment 
w’as made in advance of election 
day in 1916, when it will be remem- 
bered the result in Oallfornia was 
in doubt for several days, and finally 
swung to Wilson, who was elected by 
the vote of this State). 

Took the midnight train for San 
Diego arriving in the latter city at 
6.30 A. M. Again encountered a man 
wlio voted for Hughes, but his wife 
and three daughters all voted for 
Wilson.

The smaller 
one iis not so good, nut as I was able 
to get both, at a small figure, from 
an Indian, I am sending them along. 
They can serve as a little trophy of 
my trip to California. 

It is now’ the last of November. 
Up here in (he mountains the nights 
are cool and very close to the feez- 
ing point. For a couple of mornings 
there was a white rrosf before the 
sun came up. and ice in Hie water- 
ing placos. Rut tlie days are warm, 
the sun hot. 

Went one .Saturday night to a 
dance some 13 miles away. An inter- 
esting trip both ways, a good time 
and very very early home (in time 
for work of course). It wag a typl- 
cal country dance (fiddle and gu’tar) 
and w>as great. I certainly enjoyed 
it immensely. j 

Thanksgiving passed witli only a 
lititle observance. The dav Ij not i 
celebrated very much around liere, I 
not near as much as back East. 
However had a splendid dinner, and 
the mince pie from home arrived | 
safely. At noon we had roast pig , 
and all “the fixin’s,” and at night 
roast lurkcy and everything that' 
goes with it. ■ 

Christmas eve we had a little 
snow at the Springs, the first I have 
seen for nearly two years. My, it 
looks good, feels good, and every- 
body about here seems tick!(>d. Sev- 
eral people from San Diego gay it 
was worth coming the distance of 
70 miles to see.

Sahlers Must Insure ksiili 
Four Montlis 


Under an act of Congress approved 
Oct. 6, 1917, member.s of the military 
forces of the United Slates, In addi- 
tion to other privileges, are given the 
right to take out Insurance with the 
government. This act is being admin- 
istered by the secretary of tlie treas- 
ury, through the Rureau of War Risk 
Insurance of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Reliillves slioiild Interest tlieir sol- 
dier lioys in tills insurance iiml see 
tliiit lie takes it within I’JO days of 
bis enlistment. 

This article is designed to explain 
as clearly and briefly as possible some 
of the essential facts that should he 
known by the men and women who 
are applying for war Insurance. The 
questions and answers are Imsod on 
inquiries that have conic to the Treas- 
ury from soldiers and sailors. 

The necessity of prompt action with 
regard to Hits insurance can not be 
emphasized loo strongly. Persons who 
were in the service on or before Oct. 
15, 1917, can not apply for the In- 
Burance after Feb. 12, 1918. Those 
who joined the service after Oct. 15. 
1917. have 120 days thereafter in 
Which to apply. 

What It 18. 

Q. By whom is tills Insusance of- 
fered ? 

A. By the United States govern- 
ment, as authorized in an act of Con- 
gress for that purpose approved Oct. 
6. 1917. 

Q. What security Is back of this 
contract of Insurance? 

A. The United States government. 

Q. Is It the only protection fur- 
nished by the government to its sol- 
diers and sailors? 

A. No. The government has pro- 
vided, in addition, compensation for 
death or .njurles or disease 8uff''red 
In line of duty. 

Insured — Beneficiaries. 

Q. Who can be insured.' 

A. When engaged in ac,.lve service 
under the war department or navy de- 
partment, any of the following can be 
Insured: 

(1) Commissioned oflScers. 

(2) EJnlisted men (meaning a per- 
Bon, male or female, enlljted, en- 
rolled, or drafted Into active service 
In the military or naval forces of the 
United States, including non-commls- 
sioned and petty offict rs and mftnbers 
cf training camps authorized by law). 

(3 Members of the army nurse 
corps (female) and members of the 
navy nurse corps (female). 

Q. Who can be named as beneflei- 

ary? 

A. Any one or more of the following 
may be named: Wife, husband, child, 
grandchild, brother, sister, adopted 
brother, adopted sister, stepbrother, 
stepsister, parent, grandparent, or 
step-parent of the insured, and parent, 
grandparent, or step-parent of the In- 
sured’s wife or husband. 

Can Insure 120 Days After Enliet- 
ment. 

Q. How much can I take? 

A. Any amount from $1,000 to $10^ 
000 (in multiples of $500). 

Q. For how long will the privilege 
of taking insurance last? 

A. For only 120 days after enlist- 
ment or entry into active sjnrice nn- 
lesH you were in the secvice on Oct- 
15, 1917, in which event you may ap- 
ply at any time within 120 days from 
that date. The last day of which 120 
days is Feb. 12, 1918. 

Q. How can my premiums be paid? 

A. By deduction from your pay, by 
deduction from any deposit witb the 
government, or paid direct to the j 
bureau by yourself or some one for 
you. To avoid lapse it Is recommended 
that deduction from pay be author- 
ized. 

The Plan of Insurance. 

Q. What form of insurance is It? 

A. Annual renewable term insur- 
ance for the period of the war. Change 
to the usual forms of insurance on 
some other plan may be made within 
five years after the close of the war. 

Q. Cun 1 carry my insurance after 
the war? 

A. Yes, in its present torn, (or a 
period of live years, but within such 
five years you must change It to an- 
other form which can 1 e done with- 
out regard to your then physical con- 
dition No medical examination will 
be required for the change. 

Not Asslgnablo. 

Q. Can people to whom 1 owe money 
collect such debts out of my insur- 
ance 

A. No. This ipsurance can not be 
attached, assigned, or otherwise taken 
by creditors. 

Q. Does the Government provide 
automatic insurance? 

A. Yes; for those who may be total- 
ly and permanently disabled or who 
may die without having applied before 
FV>b. 12. 1918, the government has 
provided Insurance in amount of $25 
per month payable to a wife, during 
her widowhood; child, or vldowed 
mother. ..
